WHAT'S NEW 


OUTLOOK 


New grain preservative being used 

Several grain dealers and processors are using 
sodium metabisulphite on corn and milo with up to 
20% moisture, to preserve market quality for 3-5 
months in non-airtight storage. 

How it works: Pow- 
dered chemical decom- 
poses in presence of mois- 
ture to produce sulphur 
dioxide gas. This gas pre- 
vents moid, the chief cause 
of grain spoilage. 

Manufacturer recom- 
mends applying 0.225 
pound per bushel, or 8 
pounds per ton of grain 

immediately before storage. Vibrator feeder (see 
photograph) can be used to put chemical on grain 
as it goes up elevator to storage. Cost: About 2c a 
bushel. 

Use of sodium metabisulphite as a grain preserv- 


ative has been approved by FDA and USDA. 


Two wild oat killers approved for use 


Avadex and Carbyne, the highly selective herb- 
icides which take wild oats out of small grains and 
other crops, can now be used in both the United 
States and Canada. 

Avadex: A pre-emergence chemical, it should be 


Plant soybeans instead of corn? 


The decision between planting soybeans and corn 
this spring is swinging further in favor of soybeans. 

Why: No matter what the size of the corn crop, 
there will be enough burdensome feed grains left 
over to hold prices down. 

The increasing demand for soybeans, oil, and 
meal will be great enough to absorb a somewhat 
larger crop at near this season’s prices. And the soy- 
bean carry-over next fall shapes up to be no more 
than a small “working inventory.” 


Push pencil before you sell wet corn 


Weigh closely the costs of drying wet corn against 
the wet corn discounts. 

The figures: Most markets pay 1c less per bushel 
for each 1% of moisture above the standard 154%. 
Corn at 21!44% moisture, for example, would be 
discounted 9c per bushel, more than average drying 
costs. 

Check several grain markets before you sell. A 
check of 10 elevators in one Indiana county showed 
prices and discounts ranged as much as 5c apart. 


applied and worked into the surface soil immediate- 
ly for best results. Costs will run from $3-$4.80 per 
acre. In the U. S., spring wheat, flax, sugar beets, 
barley, and peas can be treated. 

Carbyne: A post-emergence herbicide, it is ap- 
plied on wild oats after they have grown to the 
2-leaf stage. Cost will run from $4-$5 per acre. 
U. S. crops it can be used on include wheat, barley, 
sugar beets, flax, field and canning peas. 

Tip: Both materials will give big yield increases 
if they are applied accurately and properly. 


Molybdenum reduced bean yield 6 bushels 


Soybeans have not responded to molybdenum in 
University of Missouri tests. In fact, beans on left, 
treated with molybdenum applied with inoculant, 
made 49 bushels per acre, while xntreated beans on 
right yielded 55 bushels. 


Short supply will limit soybean usage 


Only obstacle to a big boost in soybean usage this 
crop year is the limited supply. Demand by crushers 
and exporters is strong enough to use up more than 
the 538-million bushel crop and carry-over. 

Prices: A more normal fall-to-spring recovery in 
contrast to last year’s “flat” pattern—probably 
rising somewhat more than the average 15c gain. 

Hold longer: Further strength is in sight between 
now and midspring. While it could be substantial, 
forecasters don’t foresee another boom spring such 
as 1954. Attempts at such a 50c-60c rise would be 
met with stiff resistance and a switch to competitive 
commodities. 


Don't overwork your credit to buy land 


Now is still no time to buy farm land on a shoe- 
string, even at slightly lower prices in prospect. 

Need proof? Latest USDA tally shows an aver- 
age of 1 foreclosure per 19 voluntary sales, up from 
1 out of 26 in 1950. And, insurance companies cite 
a 4 increase over last year in number of mortgages 
being foreclosed and with interest overdue.

WHAT'S NEW 
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They're trying complete feed automation 


University of Illinois agricultural engineers hooked 
together components from different manufacturers 
to form a compact, automatic feed-handling unit. 

How it works: Control unit (at right on wall) 
regulates amount of silage placed in trough by up- 
right silo unloader. Concentrate is augered from 
feed mixer-grinder in foreground to vibrator meter 
along wall, which meters correct amount of con- 
centrate into the silage as it moves in auger con- 
veyor from the silo to the feed bunk. Ag Engineer 
Don Daum (inset) holds silage and concentrate in 
front of vibrator meter. 


Should pay to feed quality cattle longer 


Here's why: A probable reduction in Choice and 
Prime numbers, with more Good grade cattle. 
What it means: Along with lower-priced corn, it 
should pay to feed quality cattle to heavier weights 
and top finish during February and March—but 
with caution—prices may be lower by early spring. 


Spring-summer market may be weak 

Signs of trouble are creeping into spring-summer 
cattle markets. Three reasons: Cheap corn, good late 
fall wheat pastures, and strong late buying of feed- 
ers aimed for this period. Price drop could be sharp- 
er than the $3-plus decline of March-September, 
1960. Heavy cattle will likely suffer most. 


Cost of feeders may drop—but not soon 
Stockers and feeders bought during the rest of the 
winter and early spring will likely cost more than 
any price you'll pay for similar quality cattle during 
the next several years. They’re now well supported 
by strong fed cattle prices and ample feed supplies. 
During next 2-3 years: Average cattle prices are 
forecast to work lower. If history repeats, feeder 
cattle and cull cows will take the sharpest declines. 


Calves fed hog feed gained like hogs! 

Two male dairy calves fed a roughage-free, low-fiber 
diet consisting mostly of hog feed in Penn State 
tests gained an average of 2.48 pounds per day— 
but more amazing—they needed only 2.66 pounds 
of feed per pound of gain. Calves averaged 588 
pounds at the end of the 196-day test period. 

The test: After 24 hours, calves were removed 
from their mothers, and fed a commercial milk re- 
placer from nipple buckets for thé first 7 weeks. 
The next 12 weeks they got a ration of 3 parts com- 
mercial pig starter pellets (17% protein, 3.5% each 
of fiber and fat) and 1 part cracked corn. Remain- 
der of the test they were fed only commercial pig 
grower pellets (16% protein, 5% fat, 4% fiber). 
Water and mineral mix were given free choice. 

Calves developed no bad side effects, but were 
trimmer middled than calves getting roughage. 


Moist grain cut total feed required 
Steers fed dry sorghum grain required about 10% 
more feed on a dry basis to produce 100 pounds of 
gain than similar steers fed moist grain in tests con- 
ducted by Texas A&M. 

Daily gains were about the same, but the daily 
feed intake was 0.7 pound less for the cattle fed 
moist sorghum.

Chart shows how prices have been affected by pat- 
tern of slaughter in past years. Slaughter of cattle 
and calves increased about 9% in 1960, providing a 
record beef supply of 86 pounds per consumer. This 
was 4 pound over the old record set in 1956. 
What happens now? Look for a further increase 
in slaughter this year, mostly after early summer. 
Also, beef will meet more competition from pork in 
the last half of this year than it did in recent months. 
What to do: L. H. Simer! of Illinois says feed 
situation and market outlook favor rapid finishing 
and prompt sale of all steers and heifers.

OUTLOOK 


Will test new stressed skin panels 


University of Illinois researchers will run the 
first test of new wall panels in a farm building—a 
hoghouse. Panels have a 2” core of expanded poly- 
styrene bonded between 2 sheets of .024”’ aluminum. 

Panels go up fast: Using 4’x16’ panels, workmen 
can put up better than 10 square feet per minute. 
Panels provide a complete wall all in one package. 
Outer aluminum sheet on upper panels overlaps 
panels below. Caulking and applying a “batten” 
strip over nails and joints forms a weatherproof joint. 


Try early cholera vaccinations 


Ohio Agricultural Experiment Station veterinarians 
will see if effective protection results from vaccinat- 
ing at 1 day of age—when pigs are much smaller 
and easier to handle than at the usual 6 to 8 weeks. 


Pig numbers aren't following normal cycle 


The 5% increase predicted in the spring pig crop 
is the fastest turnabout on record—only 1 year. 

The normal trend: Two years up, 2 years down. 
About the same for hog prices. 

This time: Last year marked the only production 
downturn following 2 years of increases. 

What it means: A faster turnabout in hog prices. 
By next fall they'll likely average $3 to $4 below 
the fall of 1960. If next year’s hog numbers again 
increase, as seems most likely, prices will probably 
return to 1959 fall levels by late 1962. 


Effects of big pig crop will hit later 


It will be midyear or later before hog producers 
can expect to feel the effects of the larger late fall 
and spring pig crop. 

First half: Hog slaughter will likely fall a little 
short of 1960. Beef production, also, won’t be ex- 
cessive during most of this period. Hog prices should 
hold up well, possibly nearing last summer’s $18- 
$19 peak. 

Last half: Pork production working upward sea- 
sonally and compared to last year. Beef output also 
rising. Hog prices declining from summer highs.

5 goals for profitable hog enterprises 


On the basis of records of successful hog producers, 
F. M. Sims and H. G. Russell of the University of 
Illinois list these 5 goals for hog producers: 

@ Wean 8% to 9 pigs per litter—farrow 10. 

@ Have pigs weigh 35 to 40 pounds at 8 weeks and 
average 300 pounds or more per litter at weaning. 
@ Market all pigs at 6 months of age or less when 
they weigh 200 to 225 pounds. 

@ Produce 100 pounds of pork with 400 pounds of 
feed, including feed fed to breeding stock. 

®@ To cover total costs, including operator’s labor 
and interest on all money invested, farm records 
show that the hogs must show a return of at least 
$145 for every $100 worth of feed fed. 


Pigs like sugar over artificial sweetener 


In lowa State University tests, 182 two-week-old 
pigs preferred 15% sucrose (cane sugar) 92 to 8 
over 15% artificial sweetener. 


Launch pilot Al program for Illinois 


Service is slated to begin this month in a jointly 
sponsored artificial breeding program for hogs in 
De Kalb County, Illinois. Top-quality boars will 
be used, and goal is to breed about 500 sows this 
year. 


Pig crop estimates have been accurate 


The record: During the past 11 years, USDA has 
been right every time on direction with its Decem- 
ber report. And while the percentage of increase or 
decrease hasn’t been exact, the degree of “error” 
has been within 3% the past 4 years. 

Conclusion: Increase in spring sow farrowings 
(December through May) will probably be very 
close to the 4% rise indicated in the recent report. 


We've had high hog-corn ratio 


Hog-corn price ratio (number of bushels of corn 
that can be bought with 100 pounds of live pork) 
during the last 3 months of 1960 goes on record as 
one of the highest ever. 

About 17 to 1. With good quality corn averag- 
ing 10c to 15c a bushel under the year before and 
hogs $4 to $5 higher, the ratio averaged 5 to 6 points 
above the 11 or 12 to 1 levels of late 1959. 

Only 3 times previously in the past 12 years has 
the average North Central States hog-corn ratio in 
the fall topped 16 to 1—in 1953, 1957, and 1958. 

Spring pig crop: Has increased. in all years when 
the preceding fall ratio averaged above 12.7 to 1, 
and in only 1 year when it averaged below that.

Electric heat has advantages 


If you’re remodeling your milk house, 
you might want to consider heating it by 
installing electrical heating cables in the 
concrete floor. William R. Schnug, Ohio 
State agricultural engineer, lists these 
advantages of electric heat over con- 
ventional space-heating systems: 
@ Floor moisture evaporates faster. 
@ Moisture removal by ventilation can 
be done at lower milk house temperatures 
—leads to greater efficiency of milk cool- 
ing equipment. 
@ Cable systems are readily adaptable to 
compiete automatic control. 
@ Warm, dry floors stop mold formation, 
lessen chances of injury by slipping, and 
provide greater comfort for the operator. 
What cable? Schnug suggests using cop- 
per-nichrome wire sheathed with poly- 
vinyl-chloride (PVC) insulation. Cable 
pattern should be concentrated in work 
area with minimum spacing 114-2”. 
Estimated. costs: Installation—less than 
$1 per square foot. Operating costs range 
from $5 to $8 a month where milk house 
has 6-inch overhead insulation and ther- 
mostat is set at 40 degrees. 


New feeding idea may be near 


Researchers at the University of Nevada 
who incorporated animal fat into alfalfa 
pellets, think their method may provide 
a means of stepping up the energy content 
of dairy rations without the use of high- 
priced grains. 

In tests: There was no significant dif- 
ference in production of cows that got the 
high-energy alfalfa pellets and those get- 
ting a normal hay and grain ration.

Here's milk price outlook 
Higher support price this year is a brake 
on the normal seasonal price decline. No 
repeat of last year’s 82c a hundred aver- 
age November-June drop, USDA pre- 
dicts. Prices should hold several cents 
above a year ago in coming 4 months. 
But don’t expect supports to stop the 
usual price slippage into June. 


There's chance of support boost 


Stick this “if” to the above outlook. 
Should USDA decide to raise supports 
after April 1, early spring prices could 
take an abrupt leap. 

What are the odds? Of all commodities, 
milk is probably the most likely candidate 
for a support boost. But here’s why you 
can’t count on it: Any increase would be 
strictly political. Economists are advising 
against it—warn it would accelerate the 
worrisome uptrend in milk production. 
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Whole = is poorly digested 


Sorghum grains that pass through a cow’s 
digestive tract retain all or most of their 
nutrient value, Kansas tests show. 

In tests there: Rats fed washed whole 
sorghum passed by a heifer grew almost 
as well as when fed fresh sorghum grain. 

Advice: Earlier studies have shown that 
as much as 44 to 44 of sorghum grain will 
pass through cattle, unless you grind, 
roll, or crimp it before feeding. 


More proof that Al pays 


Artificially sired cows in DHIA in New 
York State are producing about 300 
pounds more milk each year than cows 
sired naturally. This has boosted New 
York dairy farmers’ incomes more than 
$8 million a year—$11 million more 
could be expected if the remaining cows 
were bred artificially to better sires, and 
similar responses obtained. 


Feed grain 3 times daily? 


Might be worth a try, says Dick Adams, 
extension dairy specialist at Penn State. 
Some cows won’t eat all the grain they 
need in 2 feedings. So extra grain fed 
during the day might solve the problem. 


Use these guides to decide 


@ For cows that need 16 or more pounds 
of grain daily, it'll likely be worth your 
time to switch to 3 grain feedings. 

@ If you milk in a parlor and cows don’t 
clean up grain at milking try this—feed 
4 to 6 pounds of grain per cow on silage 
or in bunks, then feed the rest in parlor. 
@ If cows need only 8 to 10 pounds of 
grain daily, once-a-day feeding may be best. 


More milk per farm than ever 


Latest census count shows how efficiency 
gains in dairying are outpacing other 
lines of farming—by a wide margin.

Don't crowd caged layers 


USDA tests show that the more hens you 
put in a cage, the less those hens will lay 
—and the higher mortality goes. 

Proof: In Arizona tests, birds living in 
their own private cages—10 inches square 
—laid 232 eggs, 24 more than birds 
housed 5 per 24-inch square cage. Birds 
in private cages had 13% mortality rate, 
25% less than the birds 5 to a cage. 

Feed conversion during the 336-day 
test was the same for all birds. 


Feed needs vary with sex 


Oklahoma research shows that male tur- 
key poults require a higher level of pro- 
tein than females, but the females need a 
higher level of energy intake per unit of 
protein than do males. 

The researchers believe these differ- 
ences are enough to justify separating the 
poults by sexes at one day of age so that 
they may be fed at desirable levels. 


Light bulbs as good as sun 


Penn State research indicates there’s 
little difference in production of layers 
exposed to sunlight and those under arti- 
ficial light. 

In tests: Hens in sunny, windowed 
houses averaged 238 eggs; hens in win- 
dowless houses layed 242. 

Results: Light intensity created by a 
100-watt bulb 7 feet above the floor per 
each 150 square feet of floor area can 
give as good egg production as the light 
from outdoors on brightest days. 


Outlook group makes forecast 
Here’s the winter-spring price outlook, 
as seen now by the National Poultry Sur- 
vey Committee. 

Eggs: U.S. farm prices to average about 
35c a dozen through March, and about 
31c during the April-June period. 

Broilers: Averaging about 16c-17c 
through the winter, and about 16c by 
summer. 

Turkeys: Two or 3 cents below last 
year’s 26c average for the first 6 months. 


Larger pullet hatch expected 


Poultry Survey Committee predicts a 
10% to 12% increase in the spring pullet 
hatch—most of it to come during the first 
4 months. 

What it means: You can expect egg 
prices next fall to average about 10c be- 
low those of October-December, 1960. 

Next summer: July-September prices 
will also trail last year, but only by about 
2c to 3c a dozen. That should be roughly 
the 27c-30c range for Midwest eggs. 


Recommends incandescent bulbs 

A University of California Farm Adviser, 
Peter J. Lert, says normal incandescent 
bulbs are more economical for poultry 
house lighting than fluorescent or long- 
life bulbs. But he adds that you might 
want to use a long-life bulb where bulbs 
are hard to replace. 

Forage is cheap turkey feed 

Turkeys grazing high-protein Ladino 
clover gained weight at about 3c per 
pound less than turkeys on grass ranges 
in Pennsylvania State University tests. 

Grasses used were orchardgrass, Ken- 
tucky bluegrass, reed canarygrass, and 
smooth bromegrass. The turkeys received 
an 11% protein mash containing ground 
corn, wheat, oats, and minerals. 

Pasture pointer: Turkeys on good range 
usually stay within 50 feet of shelters 
around which feeders and waiterers are 
placed. Researchers say you should move 
shelters to get turkeys to eat more grow- 
ing forage and for best sanitation. In tests 
with 150 poults per acre, equipment was 
moved daily. 


More calcium means better shells 


Boosting the calcium intake of high-pro- 
ducing hens to 3.75 or 4% of the total 
feed consumed produced better egg shells 
in 3-year tests at the University of Idaho. 

Researchers say, further improvement 
was noted with 4.5-5% calcium when 
laying house temperature exceeded 75 
degrees. 


Lower chick, feed prices help 

Effects of lower broiler prices this year 
will be partially offset by lower chick and 
feed prices. 

Feed—Supplies are abundant, and 
generally prices are below last year. Extra 
savings by buying ahead—prices are due 
to rise during spring and summer. 

Chicks—Primary breeders have sold 
about 30% more pullet chicks, indicating 
more hatching eggs and about Ic or more 
cut in broiler chick prices. 


Fall turkey prices may drop 


Turkeys sold next fall may bring 3c to 4c 
a pound less than during September-De- 
cember, 1960. 

Here's why: Production may be up as 
much as 10% over last year. Biggest in- 
crease expected in bronze and 2-way 
heavy whites. 

Demand: Not expected to be strong 
enough next fall to absorb the increase 
without a price cut: Wil! face stronger 
competition from beef, pork, and broilers.

Flesh from lambs subjected to stress was 
darker than that from lambs not under 
stress in University of Missouri tests. 

Conclusion: Stress due to excitement ot 
fatigue before slaughter can cause lamb 
carcasses to grade lower 


Thyroid: Clue to sterility? 
ry ' 


Missouri researchers are studying thyroid 
activity in rams to find if it’s related to 
summer sterility. Here amount of thyroid 
hormone being produced is measured by 
electronic counter after ram has been 
given radioactive iodine. In one test, 
thyroid activity dropped and rams be- 
came sterile when held in a warm room. 
But, injections of a thyroid hormone did 
not help prevent sterility. 


Lambs do best on dry corn 


In Iowa State University tests, 61 lambs 
fed dry shelled corn averaged .4 of a 
pound more gain per day than 61 similar 
lambs fed high-moisture shelled corn. 


Ruelene proven 2 years in row 
Confirms tests we reported last February. 
In 1960 tests at Missouri, Ruelene 
drench stopped death losses in lambs 
heavily infested with stomach worms 
while losses ran as high as 40% in lambs 
getting regular phenothiazine drenches. 


Higher lamb prices expected 


Two reasons why slaughter lamb prices 
should gain $1.50-$2 in coming months: 

Seasonal: A relative shortage of supply 
before spring lambs start flowing in from 
the Southwest. 

Less competition: Pork supplies will be 
smaller than last year, and beef cattle 
are due for further price gains. 


Long-run outlook: Not so bright 


Here’s why average lamb prices should 
decline during the next 2 or 3 years, even 
if lamb marketings don’t increase. 
Long-term trend: Beef cattle prices are 
expected to decline, and records show 
lamb prices tend to follow beef prices.

Freeman has been working on strategy 


Since about January 1, Orville 
L. Freeman, new Secretary of 
Agriculture, has been working 
on strategy for helping President 
John F. Kennedy carry out his 
campaign promise to raise farm 
income. 

One area of stress has been to 
see how much can be done with- 
out asking for new legislation. Much discretionary 
power is vested in the Secretary of Agriculture, to be 
used as he sees fit. 


Freeman 


Two areas will be emphasized by Freeman 


1. He’ll push exports of surplus products as hard as 
possible. In this effort, he plans to work closely with 
Food for Peace Administrator George McGovern. 

2. He’s seriously considering a food stamp plan—per- 
haps on a trial basis to start. 


Look for efforts to control production! 


A tipoff to Freeman’s farm views comes from review- 
ing his testimony before the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee last year when he was governor of Minnesota. 


What Secretary Freeman is planning for you! 


He said, “‘A permanent program that assures a fair 
return to the American farmer will of necessity be 
somewhat complex, since the problems involved are 
complicated. Such a program should include income 
payments, purchase-storage programs, and other aux- 
iliary methods. Note particularly this statement: “It 
should, however be based primarily on the adjustment 
of supplies and demand, so that the market place 
would bring to the farmer a fair return.” 


How he'd control farm production 


Freeman testified: ‘‘Legislation should authorize the 
Secretary of Agriculture to impose a national sales 
quota on a commodity whenever an agricultural ad- 
visory Committee representing the farmers themselves 
has determined it to be in excess supply, and after such 
action has been approved by two-thirds of the farmers 
producing that commodity.”’ Freeman continued: 
“The national sales quota for a commodity shall be 
the amount which will move through domestic mar- 
kets at an average price equal to fair prices. Each farm- 
er producing the commodity thus controlled will be 
given marketing certificates or individual quotas equal 
to his share of the total national quota, and would be 
prohibited from selling any more than that amount.” 


News on special 20% depreciation allowance 


INTERVIEW 


Harold T. Swartz 


Assistant Commissioner 
(Technical) 
Internal Revenue Service 


Q. Could you pinpoint trouble spots in the new 
special 20% depreciation allowance law? 
A. Let’s start with a brief statement of 
the law: 20% of the cost of tangible per- 
sonal property—having a useful life of 
at least 6 years and purchased by Decem- 
ber 31—-may be deducted as depreciation 
in the year of purchase. That’s in addition 
to the regular depreciation allowance, 
rhere’s a ceiling of $10,000, however, 
on the cost of assets to which the 20% can 
be applied in any one year—or $20,000 
on a joint return. 


Q. What is “tangible personal property’? 
A. Mainly machinery and equipment 
used in the business. But we emphasize: 
It does not apply to buildings. Regular de- 
preciation can be taken on buildings, but 
not the special 20%. 
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Q. What about used equipment? 
A. The 20% allowance applies to “used” 
as well as “new.” 


Q. How does the 20% allowance work? 

A. Say the cost of a combine is $4,000. 
The 20% allowance comes to $800. Reg- 
ular depreciation may then be figured 
only on the balance—that is, on $3,200 less 
the salvage value—not on the full $4,000. 


Q. In writing off 20% of the cost, aren't 
there special rules for figuring ‘“‘cost”’? 
A. Yes. One is that “cost” means the ac- 
tual amount you pay in either cash or 
notes over any allowance for a trade-in. 
If the selling price of a tractor is $3,000 
and a $500 trade-in is allowed on an old 
tractor, the 20% applies only to $2,500. 
In computing the special 20%, salvage 
value does net have to be taken into account. 
However, salvage value must be taken 
into account when computing the regular 
depreciation allowance. 


Q. Does it matter when in the year the asset 
was purchased? 

A. Not so far as the special 20% is con- 
cerned: On regular depreciation, of course, 


an asset bought around July 1 would be 
entitled to only 6 months depreciation. 


Q. Does inherited property qualify for the 
special 20% depreciation? 

A. Property acquired by gift or inherit- 
ance does not qualify. Also, the special 
20% depreciation is not allowed on prop- 
erty purchased by a taxpayer from his 
spouse, parent, child, or other “ancestor 
or lineal descendant.” 


Q. How does a taxpayer claim the additional 


first-year depreciation? 


A. If you elect to claim the 20% addi- 

tional first-year depreciation, attach a 

statement to your income tax return for the 

taxable year to which the election applies. 
The statement shall include the follow- 

ing information: 

®@ Description of the property; 

@ Date the property was acquired; 

@ Estimated useful! life of the property at 

date you acquired it; 

@ How and from whom property was 

acquired ; 

®@ Total cost of each item of property with 

respect to which election is made; 

@ Portion of cost of property selected.

How to get pigs off to a 
fast start 


This month, Successful Farming introduces a new feature 
—which we’ll repeat from time to time. We will take a 
problem that is giving many of you trouble, then go to 
some of the nation’s foremost authorities in that par- 
ticular field to give you practical answers. 

At this month’s MANAGEMENT ROUND TABLE 
are four hog specialists: H. L. Self of lowa State Uni- 
versity; J. A. Hoefer, Michigan State University; 
Charles Barnhart, University of Kentucky; and Leland 
Tribble, University of Missouri. 


Q. What are common mistakes in care and feeding of 
sows during the last part of the gestation period that 
may affect their pigs? How can we avoid these problems? 


Consensus: One common mistake is feeding too much 
—getting the sows too fat. This leads to difficult farrow- 
ing, pigs dead at birth, and weak pigs at birth. Some 
farmers neglect early gestation feeding and then try to 
make up for it during the last few weeks, often by over- 
feeding sows or gilts. 

Avoid overfeeding by: (1) restricting daily feed in- 
take, or (2) feeding more bulk or fiber, such as ground 
alfalfa hay, ground corncobs, or high-quality corn silage. 

OTHER FEEDING POINTERS: 
®@ Avoid drastic changes in the ration or feeding pro- 
gram during the last few days of gestation. This may 
upset the sow’s entire system right at farrowing time, 
interfering with normal lactation, and causing digestive 
disorders in the pigs. 

@ Changes in the ration at any time should be moderate, 
especially right after breeding and during the last 2 
or 3 weeks before farrowing. 

®@ Sows brought in from pasture to dry lot should be fed 
enough bulk to prevent constipation or other digestive 
disturbances. 

A sow should receive 1% to 2 pounds of a good pro- 
tein supplement—fortified with minerals and vitamins 

daily during the latter part of gestation. Feed enough 
corn or other grain to keep her in good gaining condi- 
tion, but don’t let her get too fat. 

Other mistakes: Overcrowding—resulting in injury. 
Allowing disease, particularly “‘flu,”’ to develop in the 
herd either through poor housing (drafty, cold, damp 
environment) or contact with other animals. Failure to 
eliminate internal and external parasites—which can 
be passed on to newborn pigs. 

What to do: Give sows plenty of exercise. Provide 
comfortable housing that is dry, draft free, and which 
isolates the breeding herd from other swine. Treat all 
sows for parasites. 

Don’t crowd sows or let them walk through narrow

doorways or across high sills—these obstacles cause 
many injuries to unborn pigs. 


Q. How and when should a sow be prepared for the far- 
rowing pen or stall? 


Consensus: Preparing a sow or gilt for the farrowing 
pen should begin before she is bred. This includes plan- 
ning the feeding program and recording the breeding 
date so you’ll know the expected farrowing time. 

A program of vaccination, blood testing, and parasite 
control should be part of any swine production pro- 
gram—this includes worming at least 3 weeks prior to 
the breeding season, and again at least 30 days prior to 
farrowing. 

External parasites should be controlled by spraying 
with BHC or Lindane a few days before farrowing and 
at other times as needed. 

Mechanical preparation of the sow for the farrowing 
pen is usually done 2 to 5 days before she is due to far- 
row. This includes bringing the sow into the farrowing 
facility. You should scrub the sow’s sides, underline, and 
legs with a stiff brush, using warm soapy water—to help 
prevent pigs from getting worm eggs soon after birth. 

Tribble adds: The sow’s underline should be cleaned 
again just before she farrows—and that some bulky laxa- 
tive feed, such as wheat bran, should be added to the 
ration when the sow is brought to the farrowing house. 

Hoefer says: “In my judgment, you'll have less trou- 
ble with diarrhea in baby pigs if the sow is placed in the 
farrowing pen about 7 days prior to farrowing rather 
than the conventional 1-3 days. if the sow is in her far- 
rowing pen earlier, she probably passes on better anti- 
body protection to the baby pigs in the colostrum milk. 
(Self also feels this idea has merit, but adds that it has 
not been tested.) 

Barnhart adds: “If breeding dates are not known, 
check sows daily and watch for milk forming in the 
udders. When small drops of milk can be squeezed out 
of the nipples, place sow in the farrowing quarters immedi- 
ately. Stalls are preferred since research has proved they 
will save about 1 more pig per litter.”” He says that at 
the University of Kentucky, they give sows a 5-cc in- 


jection of combiotic before and after farrowing to reduce 


infection. 


Q. Describe a suitable environment for farrowing— 
bedding, temperature, and so on. 


Consensus: The first requirement of the farrowing 
area is that it be clean and well disinfected. The facili- 
ties should be dry, draft-free, and warm. Building tem- 
perature should be 55-65 degrees. | Turn to page 70

Since 1952, Harry Marks added 160 acres to his 
program, tripled beef production, doubled hog out- 
put, and added 200 sheep to utilize winter labor— 
without hiring extra help. 

Counting all the paper work (he drew his own 
plans), it took him 7 years to get his feed lot and 
feeding system the way he wants it. In the drawing 
at lefi, you can see how Harry gradually worked up 
to his present setup. He’s still improving it. 

The changes started when fire destroyed the old 
cattle barn on his Faribault County, Minnesota, 
farm. At that time, Marks handled feed with a si- 
lage fork, feed basket, and scoop shovel. Feed was 
scattered by hand in bunks on a dirt floor. 

Now he does it with 6 electric motors and a feed 
bunk conveyor. It distributes feed in a 5’x104’, 
covered bunk in just a few minutes. 

Marks minimized expenses by doing much of his 
own construction. He paid some as he went along, 
but put the rest on long-term loans. 


The pay-off 


Tripled feeding efficiency. It used to take one 
man 3 hours a day to feed one lot of 60 feeders. Now, 
one man feeds 180 head in 3 lots in 60 minutes a 
day. That’s 2 hours saved each day. 

More crop acres. Marks farms 640 acres. Before, 
he operated 480 acres. Some of the time saved in 
feeding was shifted to farming more land. 

Doubled hog production. Marks expanded from 
200 to 400 hogs a year with 4-times-a-year farrow- 
ing. He also plans to add 200 feeder pigs. 

A new enterprise. He has time for 200 Western 
ewes since streamlining the beef feeding method. 

Increased crop yields. With more cattle, much 
of the farm is kept in legumes and grass; there’s 
more manure for increased fertility. Commercial 
fertilizer is added according to soil tests. Crop 
yields went up about 10% and are still increasing. 


Swing-shift feed lots 


Three lots of cattle are fed from only one feed 
bunk (see drawing). Lot A is used for finishing 
beef. Cattle in Lot A have free access to the feed 
bunk. Lighter cattle in Lots B and C feed in 4-day 
shifts at the other side of the bunk. Lot D is for hogs 
or sheep. They use '% of the steel barn. 

The 3 lots permit buying replacements of any 
size from October to January. Thus, Marks is in a 
better bargaining position when buying and has a 
better chance to top the market from April to 
August. 
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Oxygen-free silos were the first of sev- 
eral investments Harry Marks made for 
his growing program. Silo at left is for 
low-moisture hay silage and corn silage. 
Other holds high-moisture ground corn 

Feed from both silos is mechanically 
combined; supplement is added from 
overhead bin as shuttle conveyor distrib- 
utes feed on either side of the feed bunk 


> 
Follow the arrows: High-moisture ground 
ear corn moves from the silo up the auger 
(in front of Marks) into the elevator 
(right), which also carries haylage or corn 
silage to the feed bunk from other silo. 

Feed flow from silos is proportioned 
by controlling auger and elevator speeds. 
The elevator at right drops both feeds on- 
to a shuttle conveyor which distributes 
it on either side of the covered bunk. 


The 725-bushel, bulk mixing bin 
(picture at left) mounted over the 
feed bunk is used for protein sup- 
plements and shelled corn. 

If dry shelled corn is used, it 
passes through a dustless roller 
mill before dropping onto silage 
in the bunk conveyor. The bulk bin 
is filled by a vertical auger and 
downspout (see top picture) 

A feed metering device is to be 
installed in the near future.

The scales, holding, sorting, and 
loading facilities speed up check- 
ing animal gains and provide for 
safer handling of cattle. Animals 
can be routed into loading chute,

Tired of disease outbreaks? 


To get away from “rescue-the-perishing” type 
of veterinary service, Budde had Dr. B. R. Flack 
(left) and Dr. M. P. Lockwood, veterinarian firm 
at Winfield, plan a life-cycle, disease-control 
program. Their weekly visits to maintain the 
program did not increase his medical costs. In 
this article, Dr. John B. Herrick and Dr. M. L. 
Spear, extension veterinarians, lowa State Uni- 
versity, define a prearranged, hog health pro- 
gram designed to cut your swine disease losses.

Evic ence shows that the average swine producer raising 
200 pigs loses $1,000 a year because of disease. This esti- 
mate doesn’t include all of the incalculable dollars being 
lost to so-called disease and parasite drag on your hogs. 
‘hese are the poor-doing ones that hang onto life to waste 
your feed, labor, and investment in facilities. 

What’s at the bottom of this biggest nightmare in hog 
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production costing the nation’s hogmen $500 million an- 
nually? Extension veterinarians Herrick and Spear com- 
pare.the trouble on many farms with trying to fight a buzz 
saw by avoiding one tooth at a time. Hogmen haven’t 
organized the many tools for fighting disease and parasites 
into a planned animal health program. 

Far too many hog producers are failing to get the most 
out of the many vaccines, serums, drugs, and veterinary 
services available today. Even the fundamentals—sanita- 
tion and good management—are being neglected. 

In the rush for a quick, easy answer to one of the most 
complex problems in hog production today, basic manage- 
ment practices have slipped. Clean-ground pasture, proved 
of value 35 years ago and recommended universally, is not 
provided for 50% of the hogs raised in the Corn Belt. Con- 
crete has proved its value for dry-lot systems, but most of 
the dry lots are still muddy, disease-infested yards. 

Only a few of our best hog producers seem to have dis- 
ease under control. Most still live with multiple-pronged 
trouble. In recent years, diseases such as rhinitis and virus 
pneumonia have gained such footholds that many pro- 
ducers have resorted to Specific Pathogen Free herds.

You can easily’ double—or perhaps even triple—beef 
produced from an acre of corn if you’ll feed it in a bal- 
anced cattle feeding program as corn silage. 

From each acre of corn that you harvest with a picker- 
sheller machine, you harvest about 4 of the feeding 
value and leave the rest in the field. Some of the leaves 
may be salvaged by turning stocker cattle into the field 
after it has been harvested. But, still there remains in 
the field a good share of high-quality cattle feed to 
deteriorate. Corn-silage feeding is the most logical ap- 
proach to lowering the cost of fat beef production today. 

Feed cost per pound of gain will usually run from 15 
to 20% less for corn silage fed cattle. 


How to evaluate corn silage: 


Much of the research conducted to determine the nu- 
tritive value of corn silage for beef cattle has involved 
corn silage yielding 12 tons per acre and containing 
approximately 70 bushels of corn per acre. This is equiv- 
alent to 326 pounds of shelled corn per ton or a little 
more than 1.6 pounds of corn in every 10 pounds of silage. 

A feeder calf eating 30 pounds of this kind of silage 
would be getting about 5 pounds of corn from the silage 
alone. If the silage is richer or poorer in corn, this should 
be taken into account in calculating the most economical 
balanced ration. 

Let’s assume you're feeding 2 pounds of corn silage 
for every 1 pound of corn during the first 3 to 4 months. 
Then, during the finishing 3 or 4 months, you switch to 
a 1:1 ration of corn silage to shelled corn (plus 2 pounds

both instances). If silage has been harvested properly, 
you can use the top chart to determine the amount of 
corn being fed and to evaluate your feeding program 


How to calculate the price of corn silage: 

How do you arrive at a fair price on your corn silage? 
How much are you increasing its sale value by feeding it 
as silage instead of harvesting it and selling it as grain? 
Here’s one way to figure the cost per ton: 

1. Bushels of corn per ton of silage. Example: 70- 
bushel corn and 12 tons silage equals 5.83 bushels

Time and money saved in seedbed preparation still go into your pocket. But they are just 


a small part of the pay-off you get with minimum tillage in corn raising today. 


By T. L. Wainscott 


Farmers swinging to minimum tillage have done so 
largely because of the gasoline and time they save. After 
the first year or two, many of them start seeing a differ- 
ence in the, looseness of the soil—fewer trips with ma- 
chinery mean less compaction. 

Now, some actual watershed measurements reveal 
minimum tillage has some staggering soil- and water- 
saving advantages, too. The research was done at the 
Soil and Water Conservation Research Center, Coshoc- 
ton, Ohio. This station is operated by the Agricultural 
Research Service in co-operation with the Ohio Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. 

Each of two watersheds was planted to corn follow- 
ing 2 years of meadow. Here’s how they were handled: 
The conventional watershed was plowed across the 
slope, disked twice, harrowed once, planted on the con- 
tour, and cultivated twice to control weeds. The fer- 
tility level of this tract was low; the soil was limed to a 
PH of 5.4, and an alsike-red clover-timothy mixture 
was the meadow crop plowed under. 

The minimum-tillage watershed was plowed on the 
contour, throwing the furrow slices uphill. The corn 
was planted the same day with a 2-row planter. (Ac- 
tually a plow, then plant operation.) The planter 
operated inside the tractor wheel tracks, and there was 
no extra compaction. This watershed had a high level 
of fertility; it was limed to PH of 6.8 and a clover- 
alfalfa-timothy mixture was plowed down. 

The runoff and eroded soil were caught and measured 
on each watershed. These results are illustrated in the 
photograph at the left. A 98,000-gallon runoff loss, com- 
pared with 270 gallons; a 7.1-ton sol loss, compared with 
just 60 pounds! 


The soil and water losses seem almost unbelievable in 
comparison. However, figures after just one major storm 
on July 27 show what happened. A total of 1.34 inches 
of rain fell in about an hour. Just 1/10 inch of water 
ran off the plow-plant corn, but 7 times as much—7 /10 
inch—ran off the conventional-planted corn. This run- 
off carried 1.71 tons of soil per acre with it. The plow- 
plant corn lost just .01 ton of soil per acre. 

Slopes of these watersheds should be considered in 
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these comparisons. The conventional-corn watershed 
averaged 15% slope; the plow-plant corn slopes aver- 
aged slightly over 9%. 

Now, look at a 5-year average soil and water loss 
from the LaCrosse, Wisconsin, soil and water conserva- 
tion experiment station operated by the USDA Agri- 
cultural Research Service and the Wisconsin College 
of Agriculture. 

Over the 5 years, 1955-1959 inclusive, the average 
runoff was 393 gallons of water per acre from con- 
ventionally prepared seedbed corn planted on the 
contour. Soil losses on the same field averaged 2.94 tons 
per acre. In comparison, wheel-track planted corn lost 
just 170 gallons of water per acre, and .7 ton of soil. 
Minimum tillage cut runoff about 50%, and soil losses 
about 75%, compared with the conventionally pre- 
pared seedbed. Slopes were equal. 


Rainfall recorded duting the growing season, from 
April 15 to November 15, varied widely over the 5 
years. Here are the records: 1955—-17 inches; 1956 
18.5 inches; 1957—27 inches; 1958-—134 inches; 1959 
—37.5 inches. Both of these fields were spring plowed, 
following 1 year of meadow. 

Seedbed on the conventional-planted field was pre- 
pared in the normal manner. The wheel-track planted 
corn was planted in the wheel tracks right after plow- 
ing; the plowed ground was not disked or harrowed. 

The soil and water losses on these fields in 5 years 
did not approach those lost in just one year in the 
Chio study illustrated at left. This points up the big 
factor in erosion. The intensity of rainfall determines how 
much soil and water are washed away. 

Minimum tillage is effective because it disturbs the 
plowed soil as little as possible. Large soil particles 
and soil pore spaces stop and soak up water faster than 
the pulverized soils on finely prepared seedbeds, simply 
because there are fewer fine particles to wash in and 
plug up the pore spaces where water can run. 

No business can make a profit over the long pull, 
farming included, that lets the capital investment dis- 
appear. When less water runs off the land, less soil is 
carried off. And minimum tillage pays off.

The Successful Farming color formula is a guide to help you plan your own color scheme. To 
decorate your room well, use 65% background color + 25% secondary + 10% accent color. 





A color plan from 
her grandmother’s china 


Where do you begin to build a color scheme? There is no pat answer but here’s a 
“for instance” story that will help you decide where fo start. You will also find 
out how to build your chosen colors into a scheme that you will enjoy.

Elenora Hershey is lucky. She inherited her grand- 
mother’s lovely old china. When she was ready to plan 
a color scheme for the dining room of her farm home in 
Muskegon County, Michigan, she thought about her 
prized set of dishes. She wanted to display them, so why 
not use the soft blue flowers and grayed green leaves as 
the basis for the room? Why not, indeed. To see how 
well these colors worked for Elenora, you need only 
glance at the picture at left. 

Whatever room you plan to redecorate, you might 
think about some object in the room that you enjoy. 
Maybe it’s a picture, maybe it’s your drapery fabric, or 
rug, or wallpaper. What it is, isn’t important, but study 
the colors. Are they favorites of yours? You won’t want 
to use any color that you wouldn’t want to live with or 
that won’t fit in with the things you already possess 
that must stay in the room. Ah, you’ve found a starting 
point. Now, where do you go from here? 

Let’s find out what Elenora decided by using a plate 
as a guide to plan her color scheme. Green harmonized 
with other furnishings in her home, and the blue re- 
peated the color of her kitchen, which is adjacent to 
the dining room. Rather than make blue the dominant 
color, as it is in the kitchen, she chose to use green as 
the basic color, blue as the secondary color, and white 
as an accent. 


Although Elenora planned her room before we visited 
her, notice how the proportions in her room correspond 
with the color planning formula which we recom- 
mended in the article “How to Color-Plan your Home” 
(August, 1960). The formula we advised for planning a 
successful color scheme was: Use a subdued color for 
about 65% of your room—this is your background. 
Highlight the neutral color with one or several (but not 
more than 3) secondary colors. These colors will amount 
to about 25% of the total color in your room. For 10% 
of your room, choose sharper, brighter colors for accents 
that will liven the more subtle colors.

See how Elenora’s dining room follows this formula. 
The soft grayed-green background color is used for the 
drapery fabric, the wainscoting, the paint on the cup- 
boards, the chair upholstery, wallpaper, and even on 
the ceiling. The less subtle blue is found in the corn- 
flower blue rug, the chandelier, the glassware, and the 
blue flowers and figures in the wallpaper. For accent, 
to bring out the other colors, Elenora wisely chose 
white. The background of the wallpaper, the ceiling 
molding and wainscoting strip, the white of Grand- 
mother’s china stand out, and enhance the effect of the 
room. We don’t usually consider white a color, but in 
this case it definitely acts as one. 


You can build your colors just the way she did, if you 
keep proportion in mind. Use the formula—65+25+10. 
And here’s another tip. It’s much easier to match paint 
to fabric or carpeting than it is to match fabric or a 
rug to the paint. Choose the hardest things to match 
first. Not all of your background color has to be exactly 
the same shade but it should be the same in general 
tone. It should stay in the background and not jump 
out from its surroundings. 

Try the color formula for yourself. It will make your 
planning simpler and more predictable. To make sure 
that you will like the colors, gather swatches while you 
may—before you paint, before you make your final 
choices. Lay out your swatches on the table or floor 
in proportion. Don’t use a huge fabric sample next 
to a tiny wall color swatch. Arrange swatches in the 
proportions that you'll see them in your room. 

It’s much easier to change your mind here than after 
the painting is done or the wallpaper hung. Also you 
can have a much better chance to discover unusual 
combinations that might not occur to you without a 
little experimenting. After you have combined the 
swatches to your satisfaction and you find you like the 
combination of colors, it’s most likely you'll enjoy your 
new scheme in the room when it’s completed. 
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Foundation plantings are kept secondary to the house but help to 
unify varying building materials. Tallest plants are used at the 
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comers, accent plantings near door. Low shrubs are used under the 
picture window so view is not obscured. All shrubs are hardy. 


Here’s a landscaping plan 
that really works 


There's much more to a good landscaping plan than what shrub to plant by the front 


door. This one has planned-in convenience as well as attractive foundation plantings.

E maginativ e planning makes the difference between an 
ordinary farmstead and an eye-stopping one. After cofnr 
pleting their new farm home, Mr. and Mrs. William 
Siine, Dallas County, lowa, contacted a landscape 
architect to help them with landscape planning. 

With the landscape architect's help, they listed the 
problems and assets of the present home grounds. They 
looked from the drive toward the house and from the 
house out over the lawn and farm buildings. Next they 
measured and mapped the farmstead, showing locations 
of buildings, drive, fences, and trees. They photographed 
the house and grounds from all angles. The map and 
the pictures are guides in planning possible changes in 
walks and drives and in determining the best size and 
location for trees or shrubs. 

The biggest problem was circulation and control of 
traffic. Mr. Stine is a certified seed grower and traffic 
around farm buildings was heavy. Visitors’ cars were 
often in the way of farm machinery because there was 
no space for parking. Visitors went to the back door, 
which was often inconvenient for Mrs. Stine. 

A new section of drive will be built to bring traffic 
directly to the house without passing through the farm 
building area. Parking space is provided for cars and a 


new walk will take guests to the front door rather than 
the back. Trucks and tractors will continue to use the 
section of the drive which leads to the farm buildings. 

From the large windows at the front of the house, the 
Stines have a lovely view of rolling farmland. Low grow- 
ing shrubs close along the fence will screen the fore- 
ground view of a neighbor’s pasture near the house and 
leave the distant view unobstructed. 

After planning for traffic control and relationship to 
views, the next step was foundation plantings. Large 
oak trees framed the house, but it needed something to 
tie” it to the site. The shrubs which were selected for 
foundation plantings will add interest in shape and 
texture all year round. Repetition of just 5 plant ma- 
terials gives a feeling of unity. Plantings are kept 
secondary to the house. 

To make the front lawn more attractive and easier 
to care for, the flower beds and strawberry bed from 
the old house will be moved to the back of the house. 

Two hackberry trees have been planted for additional 
shade. Their fall foliage colors will blend well with the 
oaks. Although they are slow-growing, they grow nearly 
as large as oaks and have a long life span. They are 
hardy, and have attractive “vase” shape.

It’s high fashion to use unmatched, brilliantly 
colored furniture as accent. Many manufacturers 
are including accent pieces in their new lines. So 
take a long look at your furniture that seems a 
little shopworn. Think about the color that would 
do the most for your room. Then put on your 
painting clothes—and have fun. Here are some 
techniques to get you started. 
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Upholstered furniture 


Yes, don’t be afraid to try it. If you paint an up- 
holstered chair it is best to match the frame to 
the background color of the fabric. 


Frosting technique 


For furniture that has carving you’d like to high- 
light (metal furniture manufacturers are fond of 
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this technique but it. works even on a flat sur- 
face), spray a second color lightly over the base 
color—like blue frosted with lavender. 


Striping or outlining 

Striping is coming back into vogue. If your furni- 
ture has pleasant curves, accentuate them by 
drawing a line of darker shade of the basic color 
with a thin camel’s hair brush. If the furniture 
has routings or carvings that are interesting, paint 
them a contrasting color. 


Color accents 


To make your furniture more modern, paint con- 
trasting colors on alternate drawers of a chest. 
Also, accent corners or hinges with brass. 


Antiquing 

When you’d like your piece of furniture to have 
the mellow coloring of something grown beautiful 
with age, use a process called “‘antiquing.”’

Choose a base color that’s brighter than you 
want, because the process will darken it. Then 
apply glazing liquids to get desired effect. 


Stenciling 


Many Early American or “Pennsylvania Dutch” 
furniture patterns are available in stencils, or you 
can make your own stencil. You can also create 
your own freehand designs. 

One technique for applying paint freehand was 
worked out by Peter Hunt, a well-known creator 
of peasant-like designs. He uses a basic brush 
stroke which can be learned. Once the stroke has 
been mastered, many different designs can be made 
Brilliant colors are at home in this technique.

How to 
clean 
jewelry 


Make-up, skin oils, perspiration— 
all combine to make jewelry lose 

its sparkle and gloss. By using 
proper methods of cleaning, you can 
make it shine again like new. 


Pin bead-type necklaces to a washcloth or p 
hand towel and dunk in plastic bow! of warm 
detergent suds, rinse in clear water. Stretch 
towel taut to dry to prevent strands shrinking. 
Scrub chains gently with soft brush. 


Stones cemented or glued into their settings 
are delicate. Don't immerse—use a soft, 
well-lathered brush and gently clean surface 
of the stones. Wipe the suds away with a 
cloth dipped in clear water. 

Pat dry with a tissue or a soft, lintless cloth 
before moisture can seep under stones. 


Diamonds can stand a more severe treatment 
than costume jewelry. Add a dash of am- 
monia to very hot detergent suds in a sauce- 
pan. Put gems in a tea strainer, immerse in 
the suds, and bring to a boil. 

Cool by holding strainer under tepid, 
running water. Drain on tissue or towel. 


Stones which are held in place with prongs 
can be safely submerged in sudsy water. 
Scrub them lightly with a soft brush to re- 
move all dirt from the settings. 

Rinse in clear water, shake off excess 
moisture, wipe with lint-free cloth. Use a 
hair dryer, if available, to finish drying.

Here are some tips on how to use the 
techniques described on pages 60 and 61. 
If you feel you need more help, talk with 
your paint dealer about what you want to 
accomplish. He will often be able to sug- 
gest the easiest method, the proper ma- 
terials, and even give you pamphlets with 
instructions on special techniques. Also, 
check your local library. 

Before you start to paint, make any re- 
pairs that are necessary. Remove the 
hardware—perhaps you'll want to re- 
place it. If you are going to make your 
furniture look old you can buy reproduc- 
tions of old hardware. If you plan to 
make the furniture contemporary, buy 
ceramic or simple wooden knobs. 

You don’t always need to remove the 
finish. You should clean the piece with 
alcohol to take off wax. Then sand down 
the rough spots. Clean again to remove 
any sawdust—and you’re ready to paint. 

Brush on 2 coats of enamel or spray 
paint, using one of the new aerosol con- 
tainers. If you use an aerosol paint, be 
sure to follow the directions on the label. 
Use several thin coats in preference to one 
thick coat to prevent running. 


Now your freshened furniture is ready 
for any special effect you care to give it. 
Here are techniques being used this year 
on new furniture. 

Striping is a technique which requires 
considerable practice but can be done by 
most people. If your furniture has pleas- 
ant curves, you can accentuate them by 
drawing a line of a darker shade of the 
same color. Use a good camel’s hair 
brush and draw your line at a slow, even 
rate. If the furniture has routings or 
carvings that form interesting motifs, 
paint them gilt or a contrasting color. 
This technique is suitable for Tradition- 
al, Provincial, or Victorian furniture 

A simulated lacquer finish can be used for 
an Oriental feeling. Apply 2 heavy coats 
of enamel undercoat. Sand smooth. Apply 
two coats of flat black enamel (or Chinese 
red, if you prefer). Let dry, then polish 
with steel wool. Use several coats of 
liquid wax. 

Antiquing can give a beautiful mellow 
coloring. Remember, start with a lighter 
color than you want your finished piece 


to be because the process will darken it. 

First, make or buy a glazing liquid. To 
make one, you mix 3 parts turpentine to 
one part linseed oil. Then add oil colors 
to the liquid. The colors used are raw 
umber, raw sienna, and yellow ochre. 
You can also use burnt sienna, burnt um- 
ber, ivory black, or blues, greens, or gold 
(which you can spot spray). 

Apply the glaze liberally with a rag. 
Wipe it off while still wet. Wipe off most 
of the glaze in the center, less at the ends. 

Grooves and joints require special 
treatment. For a natural aged look around 
leg, rub a 1-inch band of raw sienna right 
from the tube around the joint. Brush 
raw umber into the groove. Working 
from the outside to the center, blend the 
colors. 

If you don’t like the looks of your glaz- 
ing treatment, you can remove it while 
it’s still wet with turpentine. You can also 
highlight raised areas this way. For less 
natural but most interesting effect, use 
blue or green glazes or spray with gold 
and rub into the finish. 

After all glaze has dried for several 
days, apply two coats of dull varnish, 
polish with steel wool and wax. 

Stenciling will help create unique effects. 
To use a stencil, you will need a soft- 
haired stenciling or stippling brush. The 
paint must be thick enough so it won't 
run when applied. The brush is used with 
a stamping motion on the stencil, which 
is taped down so that color won’t leak 
underneath. 

Freehand painting can give you a very 
personal design. Use colors in oil in tubes. 
You can mix any special colors. One 
technique for applying paint freehand 
was worked out by Peter Hunt. He uses a 
basic stroke, about which he says, “Press 
the tip of your brush down and draw it 
toward you, constantly and evenly lifting 
it from the surface until the stroke comes 
to a slender end as you lift the brush off. 
It looks like a fat exclamation point.” 

This stroke can be curved or twisted, 
shortened or lengthened. Practice it be- 
fore you try it on your furniture. If you 
run into trouble, consult your library for 
a book on this technique. 

To méarbleize furniture, apply two coats 
of enamel and then draw veining lines, 
using a sable brush in one direction and a 
feather in the other. Spread the veining 
with a 2-inch brush to give the proper 
soft filtering of the color.

There. should be localized heat (in 
floor or heat lamps) for the newborn pigs 
—temperature in the pig area should be 
85 to 90 degrees for the first few hours 
after the pigs are born. The temperature 
may be lowered gradually so that at the 
end of the first 5 or 6 days it is about the 
same as in the rest of the building. 

Don’t try to heat the entire building to 
the temperature needed by. the pigs, ot 
the sows will be restless and milk produc- 
tion will be affected. 

Bedding should be short and absorbent. 
Ground corncobs, chopped straw, or 
wood shavings are recommended. Coarse 
sawdust or wood shavings also can be 
used. Long uncut straw or hay should not 
be used. 

Farrowing pens should be equipped 
with guardrails or pig areas to protect 
them from crushing by the sow. Stalls 
should have a wooden pad or slab for the 
sow to lie on—this protects her from the 
cold floor and helps avoid udder trouble. 

Barnhart says: ‘““Many farrowing pens 
and stalls are too small. Whether a pen or 
stall arrangement is to be used, the total 
area should measure 8’x8’. This size is 
necessary to adequately accommodate 
sows and large litters. Smaller areas re- 
sult in wet bedding, more mashed pigs, 
poor feeding-watering space, and un- 
comfortable conditions for both sows and 
pigs.” 

Barnhart feels that each farrowing pen 

should be equipped with automatic 
drinking fountains for both sows and 
pigs, a creep feeder for the pigs, and pos- 
sibly a self-feeder for the sow. “‘Many hog 
men prefer to feed the sow in her pen 
rather than to turn her out to eat. Turn- 
ing sows together to eat spre ads infections 
causing scours, and so on,”’ he adds. 
Q. Should we stay with sows at farrowing 
time? What problems should we look for? 
Consensus: Time spent with sows during 
farrowing pays big returns. If you expect 
trouble, you should always try to be on 
hand. In general, you have the breeding 
costs plus 4 months of feed invested in 
each sow that comes into the farrowing 
facility. The few hours required at far- 
rowing time to protect this investment is 
a small insurance premium that should 
be considered a bargain. 

Problem areas and how to cope with 
them: 

1. Pigs suffocate in membranes—quick 
removal of membrane will save them. 
2. Nervous, sometimes vicious sows—re- 
moval of pigs until farrowing is completed 
helps. 

3. Clumsy, awkward sows that overlie 
weak, struggling pigs 
way. 

4. Nursing difficulties—help pigs nurse, 


move pigs out of 


with an injection of oxytocin, which is 
available through veterinarians. ) 

6. Farrowing quarters damp or cold—be 
there to dry pigs, help them nurse, and 
keep them warm. 


Q. What care do newborn pigs need? 
Consensus: (1) Newborn pigs should be 
dried off with a clean cloth, helped to 
nurse, and placed in a warm area to sleep. 
(2) After the litter has been farrowed, all 
pigs should have their navel cords clipped 
to 114” in length, tied in a knot, and 
dipped in iodine or other suitable dis- 
infectant. (Hoefer says this is not required 
unless there is a history of infection in 
the herd.) (3) Clip the needle teeth, 
being careful not to damage the gum 
or lip. The outer one-half or the sharp 
portion of these teeth is the only part 
that needs to be clipped. Side cutters 
work best for this. 

4. Weigh and ear-notch pigs. 

5. See that pigs nurse within 2 to 3 hours 
after birth—it’s only during the first few 
hours of life that the digestive tract is 
capable of abserbing certain protective 
materials from the colostrum. 

6. If litters are uneven in size, transfer 
as soon as possible vigorous pigs from 
large litters to smaller litters of the same 
age. 

7. Barnhart says if pigs are weak, 5 cc 
of glucose injected into the ham or in 
the skin behind the forelegs is a pig- 
saving idea. 

8. If young pigs have scours, soluble anti- 
biotics and other medication may help. 
Scours at 7-10 days of age may be due to 
anemia—pointing up the need of sup- 
plemental iron. 


Q. What anemia preventive do you recommend? 
Consensus: Anemia is a problem in pigs 
farrowed and held on concrete longer 
than 5 days. It can be prevented by: 
1. Placing clean dirt in the pen. 

2. Swabbing sow’s udder daily with a so- 
lution of 1 pound of iron sulfate dissolved 
in 1 quart of warm water. 

3. Giving an iron-containing pill, paste, 
or solution orally to each pig at 2 to 3 
days of age and again at 2 weeks of age 
if they remain on concrete. 

4. Giving 150 mg. injectable iron solution 
(dextrans or dextrins) on the same sched- 
ule as 3, above. Second dose may not be 
needed if pigs are eating well from a creep 
at 3 weeks, or are on the ground. This 
can be given in the ham—but to avoid 
possible ham damage, you may prefer to 
give it in the neck muscle. 

Self says: In general, pigs born and 
reared on clean soil have done as well 
or better than pigs receiving any of the 
chemical preparations mentioned above. 


Q. How should the gilt or sow be fed after 
farrowing? 

Self: She should have access to clean 
water (not chilled) at all times. Feed

full feed at the end of 7 to 10 days 

Hand feeding offers the advantage of 
detecting sows that are “‘off feed”’ earlier. 
This can be a tipoff to the presence of 
fever or something more serious. 

Self-feeding of sows should be used 
only by the experienced hog man who has 
the ability to detect digestive distur- 
bance or other disorders early. Self-feed- 
ing may lead to feed wastage or feed spoil- 
age, which may result in digestive upsets. 

Hoefer: I favor no feed or a very light 
feed the first day followed by 3-4 pounds 
the second day with a gradual increase 
to full feed within 7-10 days, depend- 
ing upon litter size. The rule of thumb 
of 1 pound feed per hundredweight for 
the sow plus ft pound feed for each pig is 
not far off. Sows with big litters can be 
self-fed. 

If sows are turned out to eat, be sure 
they have ample time and opportunity to 
eat and enough water to support good 
milk flow. Sometimes twice a day is not 
enough. 

Barnhart: Their appetites will vary after 
farrowing, so each sow should be fed 
enough to satisfy her and keep her quiet 
No one rule will work on all sows. Biggest 
mistake is to let sows get nervous and 
restless because they are hungry. Increase 
feed daily according to the needs of the 
sow and the size of the litter. Sows suck- 
ling more than 6 pigs should be self-fed 
by the time the litter is 10 days old. 

Tribble: The sow may not want to eat 
the first day after farrowing, but if she 
does, feed a small amount of bulky feed 
Then increase to full feed as rapidly as 
possible, getting her to full feed by a 
week after farrowing 

A bulky feed such as wheat bran may 
be fed for a few days after farrowing by 
mixing with the regular lactation ration 
Abrupt changes in ration ingredients 
should be avoided at this time. 


Q. When should creep feeding start—and 
what kind of rations do you recommend for 
young pigs through weaning time? 
Consensus: Both the time to start creep 
feeding and the ration depend on how 
old pigs are when you wean them 

Few producers have facilities to wean 
earlier than 4 weeks. If you do wean be- 
fore 4 weeks, a highly fortified 25% pre- 
starter must be fed 

If you wean at 4-6 weeks, a small 
amount of a 18-20% starter followed by 
a conventional 18% creep ration will 
give satisfactory results 

Hoefer says: ‘Start creep feeding at 10 
days to 2 weeks by placing a very small 
amount of fresh creep ration in the pen 
each day—don’t let the feed get stale or 
they won’t eat enough.” 

Barnhart says: “For optimum pig 
growth, a high energy, 20-22% 
prestarter highly fortified with vitamins, 
enzymes, minerals, and anti-bacterial

ming pools and beaches galore to help 
you “beat the heat.” 

It’s 1,026 miles by highway from Chi- 
cago to Jacksonville, Florida. To the 
average family this will mean about 3 
days traveling by car, via Evansville, 
Indiana, Nashville and Chattanooga, 
Tennessee, and Atlanta, Georgia. If you 
prefer to vary your return route, you 
might consider following the Gulf Coast 
west to Mobile, Alabama, stopping at 
the famous Bellingrath Gardens. Then 
continue on to New Orleans for the Mar- 
di Gras (America’s most spectacular fes- 
tival) before heading north along the 
Mississippi River. 

Whichever routes you follow, you'll 
want to visit as many national battle- 
field sites as possible. Beginning this year, 
these areas are commemorating our Civil 
War Centennial. In many localities you'll 
discover fine old ante-bellum homes and 
colorful gardens open to visitors. 

You'll find Florida’s coastline a con- 
tinuous succession of dunes, palm trees, 
and white sand beaches. The interior 
has more lakes than any other state and 
picturesque rivers lined with live oaks, 
pines, and cypress. 

Central Florida rises barely 345 feet 
above sea level at its highest point. This 
relatively flat Florida prairie produces 


great quantities of beef, with the recently 
introduced Brahma cattle now ranking 
second among the state’s purebreds. 

Also of unique interest to families from 
America’s heartland are crops of citrus 
fruit, peanuts, sugar cane, cotton, and to- 
bacco. You'll find, though, that Florida 
devotes more total acreage to corn than 
to any other single crop. 

Whatever Florida may be said to lack 
in scenic variety is more than made up 
for by her long list of top-notch com- 
mercial attractions. Among these, Cy- 
press Gardens at Winter Haven, St. Au- 
gustine’s famous Alligator Farm, Wax 
Museum, and Marine Studios, and 
Weeki Wachee’s Spring of the Mermaids 
are unique. Sarasota’s Ringling Muse- 
ums, Circus Hall of Fame, and Cars of 
Yesterday, Miami’s Seaquarium, Parrot 
Jungle, and Serpentarium, and Ocala’s 
Silver Springs are also well worth visiting. 

There’s excellent deep-sea fishing for

amberjack, sailfish, tuna, tarpon, and 
marlin off both the East and Gulf Coasts. 
Other species such as sea trout, bluefish, 
channel bass, mackerel, and sheepshead 
abound in bays and bayous. No license is 
required for salt-water sports fishing. In- 


land lakes and streams attract anglers in 
search of bream, speckled perch, and 
crappie. 

Don’t pass up Florida’s spectacular 
106-mile drive out to sea. This unique 
highway spanning the Florida Keys ends 
at Key West, the southern tip of U.S. 
Route 1. A short side-trip via state route 
27 at Homestead will lead you to Ever- 
glades National Park. Here you'll see 
rare tropical birds, mangrove forests, 
and an abundance of game fish. Limited 
facilities for overnight accommodations, 
camping, and picnicking are available. 


A special treat for Florida’s visitors is 
the occasional glimpse of a guided missile 
launched from the testing base at Cape 
Canaveral. The base, of course, is closed 
to visitors. Travelers on Routes 1 and 
A1A frequently see the huge “birds” 
from a distance streaking skyward, 
breathing fire and smoke before leveling 
off and heading southeast over the sea. 
Near Cocoa, at Canaveral Groves, 
there’s a new 90-foot observation plat- 
form with elevators to assist visitors in 
viewing this spectacular operation. 

If time permits, you may want to ex- 
tend your trip either by ship or plane 
from Miami to Nassau or one of the other 
offshore islands in the Bahamas group. 
Similar trips to San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
are also fast gaining in popularity, al- 
though those to Cuba are no longer 
recommended.

Problem: 





Cows milk less this winter. 


Your dairy cows have always 
milked consistently well, year after 
year. You select the best breeding 
stock, feed a good grain ration, and 
put up grass silage for use in cold 
months. 

However, production has been 
disappointing this winter. Few of 
your cows are milking as well as in 
former years. Your cows don’t seem 
to be actually sick, but they are 
“picky” about eating, especially 
grain. (See answer at end of article.) 











Brisket is swollen 


We recently visited a farm where the 
owner had a cow off feed. He had bought 
her a few days earlier, and was afraid she 
might have shipping fever. Her brisket 
region had been swollen at the sale, but 
it seemed to be larger now. 

Diagnosis: Hardware disease. Swelling 
is caused by impaired circulation. Since 
swelling often appears in advanced stages 
of hardware trouble, be cautious about 
buying cattle showing this symptom. 


Heat lamps not enough 


North Dakota experiments indicate 
heat lamps alone may not be enough to 
save baby pigs from chilling to death in 
sub-zero weather. 

Deep bedding, a guardrail allowing 
pigs to lie next to sow, cloth-wrapped 
jugs filled with hot water, and a creep- 
type brooder with a heated area are pig 
insurance extras during cold weather. 


Get rid of leg mites 


If your chickens develop enlarged and 
scaly feet, check for leg mites. You can 
treat for these parasites by holding your 
birds at the hocks and dipping their feet 
into a large pail of crude oil or kerosene. 

Use care so you don’t get oil on feathers 
or fleshy upper parts of the legs. Dip in 
the morning to let the oil dry before your 
chickens go to roost. 


Young bull is sterile 


An owner recently complained his 
newly purchased young bull wasn’t set- 
tling cows. He wanted the bull examined 
before asking for a refund. After being 
turned out with the herd, the bull settled 
the first 3 cows he bred. But, then the bull 
didn’t settle any cows the next 2 months. 

In this case the trouble was due to over-

use because the bull had been turned in 
with a herd of nearly 30 cows. Remem- 
ber, overuse is a frequent cause of sterility 
in bulls, and younger bulls especially, 
should be limited to 10 or 15 cows’a year, 
with services evenly distributed. 


Feeding milk replacer 


University of Illinois tests showed dairy 
calves receiving whole milk until at least 
2 months old out-gained calves started 
at the recommended level of milk re- 
placer at 5 days of age. 

Calves gained best on milk replacers 
when fed whole milk for the first 10 days, 
whole milk and replacer from the 11th 
to the 14th days, and 1 part milk replacer 
mixed with 9 parts water from 2 to 8 
weeks of age. 

The tests emphasized the importance 
of mixing replacer correctly, because 
when 1 part milk replacer was mixed 
with 6 parts water, calves developed 
scours and gains slowed. 


Disinfect navels 


It’s recommended that you disinfect 
the navels of your newborn pigs to pre- 
vent losses due to so-called “‘navel ill.” 
You can paint on iodine with a dauber 
or cotton applicator, although the job 
can be done better by applying iodine 
directly with a small, wide-mouthed bot- 
tle, as shown in photograph below. 

An ounce or so of iodine will treat sev 
eral pigs, but it’s wise to use fresh iodine 
for each litter. Throw away any remain 
ing iodine 

Instead of iodine, you could use ti: 
ture of merthiolate or phemerol. 

Disinfect the navels of all livestock, 
including foals, as soon as possible after 
birth. Use fresh iodine for each species.

ANSWER TO PROBLEM: Acetonemia or ke- 
tosis due to butyric acid in grass silage. 
Butyric acid content of grass silage varies 
considerably from year to year, although 
the reason why isn’t known. 

Treat with standard remedies for ace- 
tonemia, but probably none will be effec- 
tive for more than a few days unless you 
also withdraw the grass silage. 

You can replace the silage with good 
quality hay for a couple of weeks, then 
gradually return to feeding silage after 
your cows recover 
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Don Sanderson (left, center) reports, “We have fed nine thousand cattle on Stilbosol rations. All college 
feeding tests, plus our own experiences, proved to us that you can't stay in this business without Stilbosol.”

A system designed

The search for lower feed requirements and a more de- 

sirable, lean carcass prompted Prof. Marshall F. Finner, 

agricultural engineer at the University of Wisconsin, to 

design the limited feeding system shown here. 
Designed for use in a large 6-pen hog-finishing house, 

the system will: 

@ Accurately weigh out easily adjustable, predeter- 

mined amounts of feed for each pen. 

@ Convey these amounts of feed, either grain or ground 

ration, to the pens. 


Weigher is an electrically driven dump-bucket-type scales com- 
monly used on threshing machines. Laboratory tests showed this 
unit to be consistently accurate —less than 2% error.

@ Distribute feed directly into the self-feeders. 
® Accomplish the above chores by a turn of the knob on 
the control panel. 

One full house of about 500 hogs were fed for most of 
their fattening period with a total weekly labor re- 
quirement of about 10 man-hours. The feeding time was 
a very small part of this labor output. The system gave 
a very minimum of mechanical difficulty’ during the 
several months that it was in operation.

This is the control panel which regulates the 
amount of feed delivered to each pen. Note 
selector switches for each pen. 


each day to determine whether more or 
less feed is needed, either by the amounts 
left uneaten or the time that the feeders 
were emptied. Then, before the next feed- 
ing cycle is started, the necessary adjust- 
ments are made on the selector switches 
As compared to ordinary hand feeding, 
this system retains that all-important 
human judgment factor and eliminates 
much of the physical labor. 

The feed is stored in two 7-ton bulk 
storage tanks located at the end of the 
building. Each of these bins is equipped 
with a delivery auger driven by a 34-hp. 
electric motor. 

These augers deliver the feed from the 
bulk tanks upward into the building and 
drop it into a weigher. The motors on the 
augers are wired through a manual 
DPDT switch permitting one or the 
other’s being used but not both at the 
same time. 

When a definite weight of feed is put 
in the weigher bucket, a simple clutch en- 
gages the motor-driven countershaft to 
the valve mechanism of the weigher. 

The top valve closes first, stopping the 
flow of feed into the bucket. A valve at 
the bottom of the bucket then opens and 
releases the weighed amount of feed into 
a small hopper. Here feed is accessible to 
the first section of the main auger and 
ready for distribution to pens 


A micro-switch installed on the weigher 
sends an impulse of current to the elec- 
trical control panel each time the weigher 
dumps. 

An overhead auger conveys feed to 
valve augers. When operating, these 
valves supply the feeders. 

The construction of the auger-type 
valve could be considerably simplified by 
placing the axis of the valve auger par- 
allel to, but just below, the main auger. 
The fittings would then be simpler to con- 
struct and more discharge area in the 
main auger tube could be provided. See 
drawings on page 78. A patent applica- 
tion on this system has been filled by the 
Wisconsin Alumni Research Foundation. 

Feed from the valves drops through a 
section of pipe into the end of distribut- 
ing augers mounted on the top of the 


self-feeders. Holes are cut in the bottom 
of the distributing auger tubes to allow 
feed to drop into the various compart- 
ments in the feeders. Sheet metal bands 
attached around the auger tubes, at each 
hole, afford a means of adjusting the 
flow of feed from each hole. 

The distributor augers are driven by 
individual motors which are wired in 
parallel with the valve-auger motors for 
each pen. Thus the valve auger and dis- 
tributor auger for any pen must operate 
simultaneously. 

In operation, pen 1 is fed first. A cer- 
tain number of dumps of feed are weighed 
out and subsequently are conveyed to the 
feeder and distributed in it. When the 
predetermined amount has been weighed 
out, the weigher and storage-bin auger 
stop and the main valve and distributor 
augers continue to operate until they are 
cleaned out. The valve and distributing 
augers then stop in pen 1 and those in pen 
2 start. At this time feed is weighed out 
for pen 2. A similar series of events takes 
place for each of the pens in succession. 


All of the motors are controlled by an 
electric-control panel which is mounted 
on a wall in a convenient location. On the 
outside of the panel are located the fol- 
lowing for each pen: 

@ On-off switch which when turned off, 
puts no feed in that pen; for example, 
when that pen is empty. 

@ Pilot light which indicates when feed is 
being weighed for that pen. 

@ Magnetic counter which totals the 
number of dumps of feed for that pen. 
@ Selector switch whereby the number of 
dumps of feed for that pen can be adjusted 
from 2 to 20. Thus if the weigher is set at 
25 pounds per dump, the amount of feed 
per feeding can be easily adjusted from 
50 to 500 pounds. 

To reduce the possibility of blockage, 
the speed of the augers is increased slight- 
ly along the path of feed delivery. The 
storage-tank augers operate at 385 revo- 
lutions per minute ; main auger #1, at 410 
rpm; main auger #2, at 440 rpm; valve 
augers, at 500 rpm; and distributor 
augers on feeders, at 450 rpm. 

What might the system cost? This esti- 
mate is based on the system being in pro- 
duction and all motors purchased new:

How a machine 
builds fence 


By Page L. Bellinger 


Here’s the first machine made that almost completely mech- 
anizes fence-building. It drives wood or steel posts; it unrolls 
and stretches any combination of 4 barbed wire strands and 1 
woven wire roll in a single run across the field. And it'll do it 2 
or 3 times as fast as you can do it by hand. 

It’s one of the most startling developments since the first 
rubber-tired tractor. Because it is so unusual, we thought you’d 
like to see how it works. Its cost (about $2,000) probably 


limits it to custom operations. 


5. Wire is stretched after driving 
5 to 7 posts, depending on rough- 
ness of terrain and wire size. 

A hydraulically powered clomp 
holds the wire as the machine 
moves forward to stretch it. 
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6. While tractor brakes are set to hold wire 
tight, the tractor driver fastens wire to posts.

“My landlord kept me 


in the dairy business” 


Tenant Robert Buth financed parlor and milk-room equipment for the new setup. 
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Flexible-type building would adapt to other livestock enterprises in the future.

On a crop-share\lease can a tenant ask a landlord for 
buildings to house livestock from which the landlord will 
receive no income? 

This question plagued me after a converted dairy-horse 
barn burned just after I had doubled my dairy herd to 24 
cows. This left no building for livestock on the 240 acres 
I have under 50-50 crop-share lease near Danvers, Illinois. 
And I needed this dairy income to maintain the farming 
operation and our family living goals. 

“I’m obligated to put something back on the farm.” 
That was the feeling of our landlord, Joseph Bohrer of 
Bloomington, Illinois, when we tried to resolve the prob- 
lem. He expressed a sincere desire to make plans for 
rebuilding, but didn’t want the new facilities limited to 
dairy only. Just in case | changed my mind in the future or 
a new tenant rented the farm. He suggested I design the 
kind of structure I wanted, secure cost data. Then we’d 
decide on a feasible arrangement. 

I visited other areas, finally decided on a 50x110’ 
pole-type structure. This would handle up to 40 cows in 
the future with a loose-housing, herringbone parlor setup 
incorporated into it. Use of loose housing would maintain 
flexibility so the unit could be converted to beef or swine 
enterprises in the future. 

Cost estimates were $8,800 for the structure, $5,725 for 
inside equipment. Our next step—deciding on an equit- 
able financial arrangement. 

Here’s how Mr. Bohrer sized up his situation. Insurance 
from the old barn was $4,500—but it would take at least 
$6,300 to replace it. He had rented the farm to my dad for 
25 years and to me for 5 years, so I was considered a good 
risk. And, too, he likes dairymen as tenants because this 
means more manure for the farm and someone there all the 
time to look after crops and buildings. 

Mr. Bohrer offered to pay all of the initial cost of the 
building. But, I would pay the $2,500 difference between 
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the replacement cost of the old barn and the new structure 
over a 10-year period. My $250 annual payment would 
be canceled if I moved away from the farm. 

I would finance the equipment in the parlor and milk 
room. It would be mine and could be moved or sold at my 
discretion. The $250 yearly payment would be considered 
rent, so the entire building would belong to Mr. Bohrer. 

A summary of our costs looks like this: Mr. Bohrer’s 
initial investment was $8,800. My annual $250 payments 
over 10 years will cut this figure back to $6,300. 

I'll have to count on a $2,500 cash outlay in the 10- 
year period. Milking equipment cost me $2,150, a 400- 
gallon bulk tank $2,500. Herringbone stalls ran $995, a 
ventilating fan $40, a used water heater another $40. The 
total investment came to $8,225. 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Richard Kesler, University of Illinois 
Farm Bureau farm management fieldman, worked with 
Buth and Bohrer while formerly in their county. He helped 
Bob keep a complete set of records on the farm and felt this 
arrangement would help Buth increase the volume and 
efficiency of his farming operation. 

Kesler points out that in an association like this be- 
tween landlord and tenant, it’s the man that makes a dif- 
ference rather than binding words which can be broken. 
Where tenant and landlord know each other and have 
confidence in each other, it seems advisable that in situa- 
tions of this kind, joint financing can be satisfactory. 

In most cases, Kesler adds, landlords who rent on 50-50 
crop-share lease furnish minimum livestock facilities. 
Dairy, more than any other livestock enterprise, markets 
tenant labor. Under 2 livestock-share lease it’s hard to 
figure what’s equitable. This is the first case Kesler has 
seen of a landowner doing this much under this type of 
crop-share lease. But landlords are realizing that to get a 
good tenant, you must provide good buildings.

There are several beef feeding pro- 

grams which may be built around corn 

silage. Some of these programs are: 

1. A growing winter ration for calves that 
will be turned to pasture the following 
spring can be built around a predom- 
inantly corn silage ration. Corn silage 
in itself is not a complete ration and must 
be supplemented in order to provide a 
balanced ration. 

Research at Purdue University has 
shown thata good growing ration forcalves 
weighing approximately 500 pounds at 
the start may consist of 30 pounds corn 
silage, 1.5 pounds ground shelled corn 
and 2 pounds of a good 32% protein 
supplement such as Supplement A. 

Calves will gain about 1.67 pounds 
per day during the winter period and 
will not carry too much flesh to go on 
to pasture the next spring. It will cost 
you from 15 to 16c per pound of gain to 


grow your cattle on such a ration. On 
a growing ration built around almost 
any other type of feed it will cost from 18 
to 20c or more per pound of gain. 

2. A fattening ration for yearlings can be 
built around an almost entirely corn 
silage ration. Let us suppose you bought 
calves one year ago and carried them 
through the winter to gain 1.67 pounds 
per day and through the pasturing season 
to gain 1.33 pounds per day. 

You may have bought yearling cattle 
directly from the range country. They 
should have a pretty good sized frame 
and sufficient capacity to do well on a 
predominantly corn silage ration in the 
feed lot. 

Years of research shows that yearling 
steers weighing from 600 to 750 pounds 
will ea: from 50 to 60 pounds of corn 
silage per day plus a balancer of 1.5 
pounds of ground shelled corn and 2.0 
pounds of Purdue Supplement A. If you 
started with pretty decent cattle, they'll 
gain from 2.25 to 2.50 pounds per day

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and at the end of 6 months in the feed 
lot they will be ready for market. 

These cattle will produce choice car- 
casses if you started with choice feeder 
calves. The fat will be white and hard 
the kind of beef cuts the consumer likes 
to buy in the supermarkets. Year in and 
year out it will cost from 17 to 19c to 
put on each pound of gain. This is one 
of the most economical methods known 
for fattening such age and weight cattle. 

3. Fattening calves, too, can produce 
more economical gains if you will build 
their ration around corn silage. In order 
for calves to gain 2 pounds a day, or 
more, and to get fat within 7 or 74% 
months, some corn must be fed. 

Experience has shown it is a good idea 
to almost divide your calf silage fattening 
program into two parts. 

During the first 3 to 4 months, feed 
corn silage and corn in an average ratio 
of 2 pounds corn silage to every 1 pound 
of sheiled corn. You'll also need to feed 
2 pounds of a balancing 32% protein sup- 
plement such as Purdue Supplement A. 

A calf starting at a weight of 500 
pounds should eat an average of 20 
pounds of corn silage, 10 pounds of 
shelled corn and 2 pounds of Supplement 
A per day during the first part of the 
feeding period. This is the period when 
you really produce economical gains 

During the latter 3 to 4 months of the 
calf fattening program built around corn 
silage, gradually change the ratio of corn

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silage to shelled corn to about 1 to 1. 
In other words, lower the corn silage to 
about 15 pounds per day; raise the 
shelled corn to about 15 to 16 pounds per 
day; and hold the level of Supplement 
A to 2 pounds per day. 

This program has proved to consis- 
tently lower the cost of a calf fattening 
program. There have been no hazards 
such as overeating or going off feed, 
which may be encountered in a predom- 
inantly grain fattening program. Such 
finished cattle will hang a choice carcass 
carrying hard, white fat well distributed 
within the muscling. 

If you raise pigs, a beef cattle silage 
program can help you increase the size 
and thrift of your litters. The feeding of 
corn silage in a balanced ration to preg- 
nant sows has resulted in an increase of 
an average of 1.5 to 2.0 pigs per litter 
and has resulted in increased vigor and 
thrift of all pigs produced. 

If you have both beef cattle and brood 
sows, a good silage program for the beef 
cattle will allow you to include the much 
desired silage program for the pregnant 
sows.

quicker if the prestarter is placed in flat 
cake pans or pie pans. At 3 weeks, pigs 
can be changed to an 18% pig starter.” 

Tribble says: Creep feeding should start 
when pigs are about 1 week old. He adds 
that they use basically a corn-soybean ra- 
tion—with 7.5% rolled oats, 2.5% each 
of meat scraps, alfalfa meal, and dried 
whey, and well fortified with vitamins, 
minerals, and antibiotics.

is likely to happen in the next period. For 
example, many cases of small litters of 
weak pigs that prove easy prey to disease 
and parasites can be traced back to a case 
of the flu at breeding time. 

Here’s a prearranged hog health pro- 
gram that will work on any farm, big 
or small. With this pre-breeding through 
marketing approach, you ean prevent 
most of the troubles plaguing you today. 
It recognizes that not all the answers are 
available for some diseases. The program 
will help you get the most out of the 
weapons at your disposal to fight disease 
and health. 

You can raise healthier, more profit- 
able hogs. The time to start planning a 
health program is now—before you breed 
your next gilts or sows. 


Select healthy gilts, boars. Many dis- 
eases are spread from sow and boar to 
the small pig. These diseases affect litter 
size or strength of pig at birth. Breeding 
stock from herds infected with rhinitis, 
virus pneumonia, brucellosis, bowel in- 
fections, roundworms, lice or mange, 
leptospirosis, cholera, or erysipelas can 
spread these troubles to your farm and to 
your herd. 

Make sure animals you buy are from a 
reputable breeder, immunized against 
cholera, leptospirosis, and erysipelas, and 
from a brucellosis-free herd. 

The Specific Pathogen Free program 
certifies herds to be free from certain dis- 
eases. Brucellosis-free accredited herds are 
being established in several states. Seed 
stock from these herds now is becoming 
available. To reap the full benefits from 
such programs, your buildings and 
equipment must meet rigid sanitation 
standards. 

Purchase breeding stock at least 30 
days before breeding and isolate them 
from the rest of your herd for close ob- 
servation. Immunize against cholera at 
least 3 weeks before breeding unless 
serum alone or killed vaccines are used. 


Breeding time. Health of gilts or sows at 
breeding time can affect conception rates 
and size and strength of litter. Boars or 
gilts ill with flu, bowel infections, lepto- 
spirosis, brucellosis and other diseases 
can start the cycle of pig losses that will 
carry through to other periods. Poor 
management or disease outbreaks at 
breeding time can cause small litters and 
weak pigs. 

Producers breeding sows artificially 
have access to semen from top boars and 
the hazard of disease is minimized. 


Pregnancy. Normally if SPF breeding 
stock is used and no outside breeding 
brought in, the gestation period is not 
a troublesome time. However, this is 
the period when mange and lice control 
should start. Bred females can be safely 
sprayed for external parasites. 

Many breeders have found it pays to 
worm pregnant gilts so when they are 
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moved they will not disseminate worm 
eggs to infest their offspring. 

Where erysipelas is a real problem 
with young pigs, immunize pregnant fe- 
males for erysipelas at least 4 weeks prior 
to farrowing in order to carry over im- 
mune bodies to their pigs. If the sows 
were not vaccinated for leptospirosis be- 
fore breeding, they can be vaccinated 
safely 5 to 7 weeks after. 


Farrowing period critical. Health- 
wise, the first 60 days are the most critical 
period of a pig’s life. Every precaution 
shold be taken to get him started off as a 
healthy pig. 

Thesowsshould be thoroughlyscrubbed 
prior to farrowing in a sanitary pen or 
farrowing jacket. Clean pens mean me- 
ticulously clean, not “disinfected” ma- 
nure. Here is where there is no substitute 
for elbow grease. The young pig’s first 
mouthful of milk should not contain 
harmful bacteria and parasite eggs. 

Start anemia prevention 3 to 4 days 
after birth. Well-fed sows, dry, clean 
pens, and pigs that are not chilled all 
help to prevent white scours. All efforts 
should be made to prevent the contagious 
type of scours called T.G.E. (transmis- 
sible gastroenteritis) from getting on the 
premises. 

On several farms where T.G.E. has 
been a problem, veterinarians have rec- 
ommended the feeding of viscera from 
pigs that have died from the disease, to 
sows during the gestation period. The 
results have been gratifying. This prac- 
tice should be done under supervision of 
your veterinarian. Keep all strangers out 
of the farrowing house, and you should 
stay out of your neighbor’s hog-producing 
premises. 

Move pigs from farrowing quarters to 
clean-ground pasture—land that has not 
had pigs on it for at least 3 years. Haul 
pigs to the clean area. Driving them 
through central houses, disease infected 
pens, and lanes to the clean land is not a 
short cut. Jt usually ends up in trouble 
It pays to go all the way. 

Confinement system of hog raising 
offers an approach to sanitation that may 
not be available on your farm. However, 
confinement means a constant manure 
removal problem. 

In areas where many hogs are raised, 
almost every farm has some erysipelas 
This disease can be prevented with im- 
munization and sanitation. It’s unpre- 
dictable and can be one of our most trou- 
blesome diseases. Your veterinarian, who 
is acquainted with your farm and com- 
munity, can best determine the time and 
type of erysipelas immunization to use. 

The same holds for hog cholera im- 
munization, a must on every farm. Vac- 
cinate for cholera when pigs are 6 to 7 
weeks old. This is cheapest insurance! 

A few swine producers find it pays to 
wean under 3 weeks. Some of these pro- 
ducers are giving their pigs hog cholera 
and erysipelas serum alone. Then, when 
pigs are a few weeks older, they immu- 
nize against these diseases. This is not nec- 
essary if the proper sanitation is practiced

They added a game bird 
preserve to their dairy 


By Chester Peterson, Jr. 


What's the best way to enjoy a clear, 
crisp February day? According to Ed 
Lloyd and his son Terry, shown on the 
cover, nothing can beat hunting cotton- 
tails. Even their dog has fun in the snow. 

Finding a good place to hunt is easy 
for the Lloyds. In addition to dairying 
and general farming, they operate a game 
bird shooting preserve. Started 4 years 
ago, the 1,200-acre preserve is now the 
oldest and largest of its kind in Iowa. Mrs. 
Lloyd handles most of the bookkeeping 
and correspondence work for the preserve 
enterprise. 

They raise pheasant, quail, and chukar 
partridge. These birds are hatched on the 
farm. The Lloyds release approximately 
1,500 pheasant, 900 quail, and 900 chukar 
partridge within the boundaries of the 
preserve every year. They also sell half- 
grown and mature birds of these 3 species 
to buyers all over the country. 

During the preserve’s September- 
through-March shooting season, hunters 
harvest the bird crop. They pay a set rate 
to hunt, varying with the type of bird 
hunted and the number of gunners in the 
shooting party. Bag limit is limited only 
by the hunter’s endurance and pocket- 
book. 

The Lloyds furnish dogs, transporta- 
tion, and a guide for each hunting party. 
Hunters can use their own dogs if they 
wish. Ed lets each hunter decide what 
kind of terrain he wants to hunt over: 
flat bottomland, gently rolling hills, or 
extremely rough ground. A _ hunting 
license is required of all shooters. 

Cover is especially important. ‘““Weeds 
are our business, because every weed can 
harbor a pheasant,” says Ed. Although 
most of the preserve’s cover is now of a 
temporary nature, he eventually hopes to 
have multiflora rose fences on the entire 
preserve. Cover provides the game birds 
both shelter and food. 

Because dogs can find so many birds to 
work, the Lloyds are hosts to several field 
trials on the preserve every year. Oc- 
casionally, they also sporisor a trap shoot- 
ing or rifle shooting match, too. 


They, now milk 23 Holstein cows. How- 
ever, Ed plans to start milking 35 to 40 
cows in the near future. He also intends 
to change over to a pipeline system of 
handling milk by spring. 

He has on hand 102 heifers that he 
bought between 4 to 6 weeks of age. The 
heifers are bred after they reach 750 
pounds. “By saving 20 or so of the best 
heifers, I car build up a real good herd, 


Debbie and Terry check the health of some

Lloyd uses a homemade, self-feeding wagon 
to give his heifers their daily ration of green 
chop. He allows 20 to 25 heifers per wagon 
Build at cost of $140, the wagon is a prod- 
uct of Ed's hobby and well-equipped shop.

both in numbers and quality,” he says. 

He’ll sell the remaining heifers either 
as springing bred heifers or as just fresh- 
ened cows. Ed intends to follow this plan 
every year, but with only half as many 
animals. 

In spare winter moments when it’s too 
stormy to hunt, Ed works at his hobby of 
metal and woodworking. He thinks it’s a 
good way to save money, toc. For in- 
stance, a new wagon of the type shown in 
the photograph costs approximately 
$1,200. Ed made this one and 3 others 
like it for a materials cost of $140 each 
He used parts of old threshing machine 
separators for channel iron. 

The Lloyds also raise Palomino horses.

Almost 3 of es ery 4 chicks bought as flock replace- 
ments in the Midwest are hatched during March, April, 
and May. How does this affect you? 

It means that about 5 to 6 months later these chicks 
will start laying. Within another month or so they'll be 
in full production. According to the law of supply and 
demand, this increase in the supply of eggs will make 
the price per dozen drop—and it usually does. How can 
you turn this to your advantage? The answer is to buy 
your chicks when the other flock owners in your com- 
munity aren’t buying theirs. 

One way you can do this is to order your chicks 
earlier in the year. For instance, if you bought your 
chicks now, you would have at least a month or more 
jump on your neighbors. During the past 5 years the 
month of lowest egg production over the nation has 
been September. It’s also been the month of highest 
average egg prices. 

By starting your chicks now you can have them lay- 
ing large eggs in full production when the egg prices are 
at their highest next fall. Since the price per dozen eggs 
during the last 5 years has held relatively steady around 
the September peak for the following 3 months, the 
man who buys his chicks early can usually rake in the 
bonus of better prices. 


Multiple brooding. If you raise more than 500 to 1,000 
layers annually, give some thought to multiple brood- 
ing. Many specialists recommend it because it tends to 
even out egg production over the entire year. 

Multiple brooding will let you handle more birds and 
distribute your labor better. It can make your laying 
operation more efficient. Some disadvantages are that 
the disease problem is greater when you care for more 
than 1 age group, and you'll have to raise your fall 
group, at least, in confinement.

Buying baby chicks can be compared to getting 
a new truck. In either case you must consider the 
job to be done, results of competitive tests, 
dealer reputation, and efficiency of operation. 


quality, livability, feed efficiency, and, especially, in- 
come after feed costs? University of Illinois poultry 
specialists advise choosing birds from a line that has a 
record of laying 90% Grade A or AA eggs weighing 25 
to 26 ounces per dozen at a 65% rate. Your chicks 
should also meet individual needs. 

Of the somewhat confusing array of chicks on the 
market, which type is your best buy? ““‘When compared 
with the general run of purebreds, strain crosses, and 
crossbreds, hybrids lay more eggs. But, I can show you 
numerous exceptions to this,” says Dr. A. W. Nordskog 
of lowa State University. 

“Strain crosses, crossbreds, and inbred-hybrids gen- 
erally grow faster, live better during rearing, and ma- 
ture earlier than ‘pure’ strains. The facts about adult 
viability aren’t as clear,” reports Dr. James V. Craig of 
Kansas State University. 

Look at the results of random sample tests if you 
want to compare several varieties and strains under 
different management systems and climates. Rate of 
lay and income over feed and chick costs are the most 
important points to compare. Look at averages of more 
than 1 test and year. 

Buy your chicks from an organization that sells good 
quality, healthy chicks, and one that will back up its 
claims. To get an indication of hatchery reliability, talk 
to other poultrymen. Chicks cheap in price can be more 
expensive in the long run. Quality chicks usually cost 
more originally, but they return more, too. 


Death losses. Mortality until pullets reach the laying 
house often ranges from 2 to 5%. But if you start losing 
birds, find out the reason right away. You may not be 
in the egg business next fall if you wait until 5% of your 
chicks die before calling your hatcheryman. or veteri- 
narian. It’s good insurance to buy all your chicks from 
Pullorum-Typhoid Clean stock.

Weaning to market. If you have done a 
good job up to weaning, followed a good 
immunization program, are doing a good 
job of feeding, and have pigs on clean 
ground or confinement, you'll have little 
trouble to market. 

Pigs born weak due to faulty nutrition 
and management, become anemic and 
parasitized—more susceptible to scours, 
pneumonia, and infectious diseases. 

Even with the strictest sanitation pro- 
gram and best of management, disease 
outbreaks can occur. Diseases such as 
“gut edema,” an enterotoxemia complex, 
are pesky and may occur despite all pre- 
cautions used to prevent disease. 


Cost of health program? Actually, 
cash output for healthy hogs is small. 
Elaborate equipment is not necessary. 
Labor requirements may be higher for a 
clean-ground system and sanitation pro- 
gram, at least until you get a system 
established. 

A sound prearranged health program 
designed by your veterinarian will cosi 
$1 to $2 per hog marketed. He knows 
your equipment, labor situation, and dis- 
ease level. This will include periodic in- 
spection of the herd to maintain preven- 
tive health measures. 

One extra pig saved per litter, or hogs 
reaching market weight 10 days sooner, 
will make this investment yield high re- 
turns. The small extra cost you put into a 
good swine health program is cheap 
insurance. 

Budde saved 2 additional pigs per lit- 
ter by making these improvements in his 
swine health program: 

1. Corrected persistent scour problem 

2. Set up a vaccination program for 
the control of leptospirosis and cholera 
in breeding herd. 

3. Placed disinfectant pan at entrance 
of farrowing house and put into practice 
other sanitation measures 

4. Used bacitracin to fortify sow’s milk 
and to give pigs added protection from 
enteritis or scours 

5. Corrected a poor drainage situation 
by building more concrete feeding-han- 
dling areas. 

6. Adopted a spray program for the 
control of lice, mange, and flies 

7. Revised feeding program to im- 
prove formulation and to cut costs during 
gestation nearly half. 

8. Vaccinated sows and gilts with ery- 
sipelas serum when erysipelas was preva- 
lent in the community. 

9. Treated pigs’ navels soon after birth 
with a disinfectant and blunted or 
clipped needle teeth without injuring 
their gums. 

10. When 2-5 days of age, pigs are 
given iron-dextran compound to prevent 
anemia, castrated at 4 weeks, vaccinated 
for erysipelas at 6 and cholera at 8 weeks.

The feed-conveying pipe must fork (see up- 
per portion of picture above) to channel the 
feed into 2 feed hoppers. 

The wire partition divides his house into 2 
sections. The birds stay separated until 
they're ready for market as broilers. Both 
feed and water are supplied automatically. 


This automatic valve directs feed through 
either the right or left pipe line to refill the 
feed hoppers supplying each half of poultry 
house. A “flap” switch in the feed hopper 
controls feed distribution system. 


With the feed hopper recharged with feed, a 
motor-driven drag chain moves feed along 
the trough to birds. To keep feed attractive 
and palatable, Frye installed unit shown at 
left. It removes foreign material as the ration 
circulates in the feeding trough system.

NOW-— apply soil 
insecticides in winter 


By H. B. Petty, Winois Natural History Survey 


Have you ever thought of applying soil 
insecticides in the winter instead of during 
rush at corn-planting time? J. H. Bigger, 
research entomologist of the Illinois 
Natural History Survey at Urbana, IIli- 
nois, thought about it 4 years ago and 
Illinois farmers have co-operated with 
him in trying out this practice. 

It controls insects just as well as a 
broadcast application in the spring. It 
does a better job than band or row treat- 
ment with planter attachments. The ad- 
vantage—spread the work load, use 
slack time in the winter instead of squeez- 
ing the operation into the spring rush. 

Bigger feels that he needs more data 
for a few more years to really nail down 
the last few unknowns in winter treat- 
ment. He also realizes that he has de- 
veloped a timing for the application 


10 questions on winter application 


Q. What do you mean by winter? 
A, After the ground is well frozen (us- 
ually in December) and when tempera- 
tures are rarely going to be over 60 de- 
grees. In Illinois this means roughly De- 
cember 15 to March 15. 
Qa. Does it make a difference whether or not 
there is snow on the ground? 
A, It doesn’t seem to. We have put it on 
bare ground and on several inches of 
snow with the same results. 
Q. If immediate disking is so important in 
the spring, why isn’t it important in the winter? 
A, Apparently it is too cold for the 
chemical to volatilize, and before the 
temperatures do get to the danger point 
the alternate freezing and thawing have 
worked the insecticide into the soil deeply 
enough to prevent losses. 
Qa. How is it applied in the winter and at 
what rates per acre? 
A, We have applied granules and sprays 
by airplane, we have used ground sprayers 
and granule applicators, and we have ap- 
plied the fertilizer mix combinations. We 
recommend 1! pounds of actual chemi- 
cal per acre broadcast, winter or spring. 
Q. Will this winter application control all 
insecis? 
A, All insects do not occur in all corn- 
fields. We, as well as farmers, have tested 
the spring applications over a number of 
years and a wide range of conditions and 
we know what they will do. In the limited 
number of fields with winter application 
tests, we have not had all insects present. 
As of now, we know it will do the same 
job as other methods on the main pests. 
We may find a few exceptions in the con- 
trol of minor pests as the years go by. 


which will benefit many farmers right 
now. His 4 winters of information are so 
promising that Illinois farmers are being 
encouraged to go ahead and apply broad- 
cast treatments this winter. 

Both aldrin and heptachlor—in ferti- 
lizer mixes, as sprays, and as granules in 
the fall, winter, and spring—have been 
tested. Research results show that aldrin 
or heptachlor applied in the cold of win- 
ter do not need to be disked in immedi- 
ately. When applied in early spring, how- 
ever, they should be disked in right away 
and plowed later 

Disking is required when temperatures 
warm up in the spring, since the insecti- 
cides tend to volatilize. Fall applications, 
even when they are disked in at the time, 
are inferior to winter or spring applica- 
tions. 


of soil insecticides 


Right now we need more information on 
cornfield ants and corn root aphids. 

Q. Hou many farmers’ fields have you worked 
in? 

A, 52. All of these have been in the 
northern two-thirds of Illinois. 

Q. Do I have to disk a field in the spring when 
winter applications have been made? 

A, Not necessarily. It might help, but 
we have had good insect control by ap- 
plying insecticides to sod fields in the 
winter. They were spring-plowed. 

Q. | use this insecticide in the spring, but each 


year I am afraid I won't have the necessary 


time. Should I switch over to winter applica- 
tions? 

A, Why don’t you try half a field with 
winter application and the other half 
with spring applicaticn. If you like your 
results with winter application, begin to 
switch over entirely. 

Qa, Over the 4 years of your experiments, how 
many acres of Illinois corn have been protected 
by winter applications of soil insecticides? 

A. This practice is just now being rec- 
ommended, with some strings attached, 
in Illinois; consequently, only 5,000 to 
10,000 acres have had commercial ap- 
plications as of now. There will be more 
than that done this winter alone. Thus 
far we have had no complaints. 

Q. Do you recommend this widely? 

A, Ow experience is in Illinois only. 
Other states may be starting winter ap- 
plication tests, so consult your own state 
agricultural authorities. There seems to 
be no reason why winter applications 
should not be successful in places where 
winter climate and temperatures com- 
pare with those in north-central Illinois.

Worn piston rings aren't the only cause of engines using 
too much oil. Check these other trouble spots, and find

Lecks at the main bearing seals may be caused by natural failure of 
the seals, but they are often caused by too much pressure built up within 
the engine. This pressure build-up is usually caused by: plugged crank- 
case breathers and plugged oil filler cap breathers. Frequent cleaning 
of filters and breather caps will prevent pressure build-up.

out what you can do about remedying them. 


A cither goes up in smoke, or it leaks out 
of the engine. If your engine uses more oil 
than it should, that’s what happens to the 
oil it’s wasting. Now, let’s find out what 
happens inside an engine to cause this 
problem, so you can do something about it. 

Oil from the cylinder walls slips around 
piston rings (A) if they are worn or if ring 
grooves are enlarged. The oil burns in the 
combustion chamber; you see it as blue 
smoke or as a black soot in the exhaust 
pipe. Of course, this calls for new rings if 
it’s serious enough. 

New piston rings won't solve all oil- 
consumption problems; they may even in- 
crease oil use. The lubricating system dis- 
tributes oil to the valve stems and guides. 
Frequently, when piston rings need replac- 
ing, intake valve guides and stems (B) are 
so worn they permit this oil to pass into the 
combustion chamber. There is a vacuum 
in the combustion chamber during the in- 
take stroke of the piston. New piston rings 
increase the engine vacuum; it may suck 
oil past the loose valve stems and guides 
into the combustion chamber. 

Most tractors have some means of meter- 
ing and limiting oil flow to the valve stems 
to control oil use. Other engines have syn- 
thetic seals to prevent excess oil flow. They 
sometimes go bad after long use, causing 
high oil consumption, even though pistons 
and rings are in good condition. These 
seals should be replaced every time the 
engine is overhauled. 


Loose connecting rod bearings (C) also 
contribute to excess oil entering the com- 
bustion chamber. When bearings are loose, 
the lubricating system pressure forces too 
much oil from the bearings onto the cylin- 
der walls. This floods the piston rings with 
oil. Oil may even slip past new rings into 
the combustion chamber. It’s a good idea 
to install new bearings when you replace 
piston rings. 

Tilting the engine may also cause oil to 
enter the combustion chamber. Laboratory 
tests have revealed that a slight tip, such 
as occurs during plowing, can double oil 
consumption. Excess oil flows down the 
rocker arms to valve stems and guides of 
the tilted engine. Then it’s drawn into the 
combustion chamber.

truck, the combination vacuum-fuel 
pump can be the culprit. The pump 
produces vacuum to operate windshield 
wipers when the engine is pulling a heavy 
load, so it develops high suction, even at 
low engine speeds. If the diaphragm on the 
vacuum pump is cracked, air and oil can 
be sucked from the crankcase through the 
leak. Drawing oil vapors through the 
manifold vacuum booster pump can 
cause trouble. Check the vacuum pump 
with a vacuum gauge to see if it is leaking. 

Oil leaks—you’ve all seen them. 
They’re the other main cause of high oil 
use in engines. 

Valve cover gaskets (1), oil filter gas- 
kets (2), pan gaskets (3), and valve side 
plate gaskets (4) are the trouble spots. 
Once the leaks have started, it usually 
doesn’t help to tighten the gasket plates. 
You'll probably have to replace them. 
Before you do, find the cause of the gasket 
failure and correct it. If you don’t, you'll 
have the same problem again. 


Plugged crankcase breathers, oil filters, 
and oil filler caps, especially on engines 
with pressure crankcase ventilation, cause 
many of these leaks. When the moss of 
the breather caps are plugged, air pres- 
sure builds up within the crankcase. 
This pressure has to go somewhere, so it 
forces oil out through gaskets or main 
bearing seals. Oil may come out around 
the fan pulley to be splattered over the 
engine. It may be forced around the main 
seals (5), into the clutch housing caus- 
ing a jerky clutch, or past piston rings. 

Clean the moss in breather caps with 
fuel when you change oil. It will usually 
correct the problem of pressure build-up. 
You may want to replace the breather 
caps if the engine is several years old. 

New and overhauled engines some- 
times take a long time to break in. They 
may continue to use oil for a while. But 
this is to be expected until the new piston 
rings become seated in the cylinder walls. 
A tractor may go 100-200 hours before the 
rings are completely worn in. Break-in 
rate depends on ring and cylinder wall 
materials, engine speed, and how the 
tractor is loaded. 


When you break in a new or overhauled 
engine, keep the radiator temperature up 
to normal, and don’t idle or overload the 
engine excessively. More engines are 
worn out from running too cold than too 
hot. Break them in at the temperature 
at which they will normally operate 
under load. Rings will seat properly and 
oil consumption won’t be a problem. 

Don’t idle new or recently overhauled 
engines more than absolutely necessary. 
Slow engine speeds don’t throw enough 
oil onto cylinder walls for piston and 
ring lubrication. Result—excess wear and 
possibly high oil consumption. 

Check these trouble spots if your engine 
uses too much oil. You may be able to 
stop a lot of oil waste—you can prevent 
even more of it.

Vise assembly is fully adjustable. Be- 
cause of the many easily made adjust- 
ments possible, I can use it for almost all 
my welding and drilling work. 

To the base of an old auto wheel I 
welded a 34” pipe, which is drilled and 
tapped for a thumb- or setscrew, as shown 
below, This pipe holds a movable rod on 
which I welded a 5” length of 34” pipe. 
Another rod slides inside this pipe, and 
can be held with a thumbscrew. To com- 
plete the assembly, I welded a clamp to 
the end of this second rod.—L. C. H., 
Michigan. 


Newborn lambs can be kept from freez- 
ing by using a brooder. I made my brood- 
er from an old 55-gallon oil drum by cut- 
ting a hole 12” high and 8” wide near the 
bottom, and a small hole in the top for 
an electrical socket in which I placed a 
heat lamp. 

If the lambs are put inside as soon as 
they’re born, they dry off quickly and 
later spend most of their time inside the 
warm “room.” The small opening allows 
little heat to escape. It also prevents ewes 
from breaking the heat lamp and starting 
a fire.—E. H., Nebraska. 


Power-saw blades can be protected by 
covering them with heavy cardboard 
when not in use. This can be done by 
separating the layers in a cardboard 
box with a knife, taking care to separate 
the cardboard only in the middle. The 
cardboard can then be slid over the 


blade.—P. H. L., Pennsylvania. 


Extension and trouble-light cords are 
conveniently stored and ready for use on 
our farm. We mounted a bracket close to 
an electrical outlet. We made the bracket 
on which the cord is wound by fastening 
a gallon tin can to the wall with screws, 
as shown above.—L. W. H., Iowa. 


Chain saws can be used to cut holes in 
ice for fishing or other purposes. Using 
my saw, I can cut holes to any desired 
size, quickly and accurately.—J. H. R., 
Minnesota. 


Steel handles on farm building doors 
are sometimes mounted so close to the 
edge that closing the door from the inside 
may catch fingers between door and 
jamb. When I can’t conveniently relocate 
a handle, I weld a plate across one side of 
it, as shown below. This keeps fingers 
from protruding through the handle and 
being injured.—H. J., Pennsylvania. 


Garden plants that | start indoors in 
flats are transplanted as individual plants 
into 9-ounce paper cups to allow room 
for root growth. To make planting in 
the garden easier, I turned out a wooden 
plug on my lathe which is the same size 
as the paper cup. I put a handle on the 
plug, and sanded it smooth. Then I 
rubbed the plug with linseed oi! to pre- 
vent soil sticking to it. 

I punch a hole in the garden’s soil 
with the plug, remove the cup from 
around the plant, and then set the plant 
into the hole without disturbing the soil 
around its roots. 

If cutworms are a problem, I dust the 
walls of the hole with an insecticide be- 
fore planting or leave the top half of the 
cup on as a collar.—C. C., North Dakota. 


My trash barrel is now a real labor- 
saver in my shop. I welded on an axle 
and attached 2 wheels to the barrel’s 
bottom, as shown above. Then, on the 
opposite side from the axle, I welded on a 
supporting leg. The handle I attached 
makes it easy to move, even when full. To 
complete the barrel, I later welded on 
hangers for a shovel and broom.—L. W. 
H., Iowa. 


A farm map can be drawn on an old 
window shade. The map will be large 
enough to show individual fields and a 
complete record of crops, fertilizers, and 
seed. It can also be rolled to take up little 
space and keep from getting dirty or 
damaged.—D. D., Iilinois.
